as having completed his education, until he has madehimfelf in fome 
degree acquainted with the ftate of the Bntifh interefts in tlie Eaft : 
neither is it too much to fay, that ftnce our firft knowledge of India, 
no man has fo amply elucidated either its hiftory, or its polity, as 
Mr, Orme. a few authentic particulars of liis life and VTitings, 
therefore, cannot but be acceptable to a nation which has denved 
fuch eminent advantage from his labours

BoneaT the fraond fan, and the fnbjeft of otnr Memoir wai bom 
on Chnnmaa Day in 17SB, and was named after bis nneJe Adares 
the moiher of Goremor BonreideT being one of bis Cponion. 

With a yicw «t once to bts education and his health, for be was 
of o-^weilt and dcbcate conftitntion, the Doflor fent Robert to 
England when fcarcely two yean old and be was placed under the 
^are of bts annt Adams, then reCdmg in Cavcndilli-fqtujrc. With 
this lady he contmoed between two and three yean, and was then 

committed 
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committed to the tuition of a clergyman for about a twelvemonth ; 
after which, though only fix years of age, he was fent to the 
juftly-celebrated fchool of Harrow Here he continued between 
feven and eight years, lludied the dallies with delight, and was 
equally dillmguiflied by quicknefs of parts, and affiduity of ap- 
plication 

In 1741 he was removed from Harrow, and, being intended for 
the civil fen'ice in India, ivas placed in the dflice of the Ac- 
comptant-general of the Afncan company, that he might be 
initiated m the theory of commercial tranfa&ions “ His pro- 
grefs in this branch of knowledge,” obferves one vho knew him 
well, “ was proportioned to the talents that be liad previoufly 
dilplayed in more lively and attradlive ftudies , and, as he could 
^^not but have felt confiderable regret at being obliged to relinquilh. 
thole ftudies, his applying to others fo little congenial, if not 
repulfive, to a youthful mind, evinces uncommon vigour as well as. - 
diligence ” 

Having laid u hat was conlidered as a ffrm fbundatron for fub- 
fequent attainments in commercial bulinefs, young Oume embarked 
for India, and arrived m the year 1742 at Calcutta,, where his 
brother William then relided as a writer in the Company’s fervice. 
William was originally intended for the lea , but, difliking that 
clement, obtained the above-mentioned appointment at Calcutta 
where he died at about twenty-five years of age. fa) before ■« Inelii 
time he had loft both his parents.. 

Robert did not return to India in the Company’s lervice, but 
on his arrival in Calcutta, engaged himfelf, for improvement, in 
the boufe of Jackfon and Wedderburn, at that tune the firft Englifli 
mercantile firm in India ; Mr Jackfon being one of the council, and 
Mr Wedderburn (of the fame faimly as the late earl of llofllyn) a 
free merchant. While with them, yoimg Orme made a voyage 
round the Peninfula to Surat in one of the freight-fiiips, as they 
are termed, and it was on his return to Calcutta, in 1743 , that lie

He applied himiyf with indefatigable real in promoting the

OP.THE AUTHOR 

Snch was the ftate of the empire when the Englifli fettled m India, and 
obtained phinnaunds, ^ or royal grants, for eftabhfhing themfehes in "Bengal, 
‘hladms, and 8urat, with privilege of tradmg duty-free, and a grant, of a certain 
dt(lri6l of land to fettle upon, widi liberty to fortify and govein themfelves by 
then own laws But as the Enghfh faw no violence to be apprehended from 
a people who had a juft idea of commerce, and^ a government at that time well 
admimftered, they built with very little view of defence, and earned on their 
trade free from oppreffion 

The governors of the diftant provinces, difcovenng the weaknefs to whicli 
the power of the Emperor was reduced by the invalion of Nadir Shah, were no 
longer reftrained by fear, each afluraed and e^cercifed fovereign authority o\er 
his province, and looked on his go\emment as an heritage to his family Scarce 
any more of the annual fums, before paid by them to the Mogul, were fent to 
court, and to maintain themfelves m then fovereignty, they levied forces far 
heyond what the ordinary revenues would mam tarn From hence oppreflions 
became neceflaiy, and, m their turn, the, Europeans were oppreffed, not only in 
their ^trade,,but large fums extorted from them by violence Monf Dupleix, 
the governor of Pondicherry, was tlie firft who took the alarm, and was the firft 
who difcovered the fupenonty of European difciplme, and from hence was led 
into the idea of acquiring a temtonal fovereignty in India 

It is probable, he at firft extended his views no farther than a diftndl round 
Pondicherry , but when once engaged in the politics of the country, his fuccefles 
fo far furpafled,bis cxpe6lation, and opened fuch a feene of power to him, that 
hedifdained the narrow limits he might at firft prefcnbelo himfelf, and no 
doubt but they were enlarged, not only to the conqueft of the Carnatic, but to 
the extirpation of all other European nations, and even to the redu( 5 lion of the 
whole hlogul empire, and to make it a dependant ftale on die crow n of France 

TheEnghfli beheld his progrels with aftonilhment, but Were not roufed to 
a6bon till tliey found themfehes on the point of being fwallowcd up by the 
French power Forced to it, they with reludlance, in 1750, undertook tlie fup- 
port of Mahomed Ally againft Chunda Sahch, under whofe name the French 
carried on their ambitious projedls 

It IS not our intention to enter into a minute detail of thatlbng war, mam- 
tamed on our fide agamft a conftant fuperionty of numbers, at the expcnce of 
the lives of many thoufands of brave men, and at ibe nfque of near a million 
fterhng of the Company’s property, we (hall only obferve, tliat from our 
fuccclTc':, the Nabob’s fitualion was fo different at tlie end of the year 1753, from 
what It was in 1750, at which time the fingle city of Tnchinopoly was the only 
part of his dominions that remained unconquered by tlie French, ^that in 1 753 be 
had recovered, and was raafterof, alraoft the whole Carnatic, and at that time 
die French refources feemed nearly exhaufted

Madras , but did not continue m India long enough to fucceed to 
Jthat honourable Ration

and fimplicity, that we think it better calculated to convey to Euro- 
pean readers a diftmft idea of the genei al charafter and habits of thofe 
people, than almoft any of the more icccnt produdions on that fub- 
jeft With refpeft to the eaily JIahomedan conquefts, his princi- 
pal guides weie D’llerbelot, and other the mod authentic authoi ities 
he could meet with, he is therefore foi the moft part cone6t 
fo fai as relates to tlie Ghaznian and Taitai conqueiors, but re- 
garding the fubfequent eftabhfliment of the Mogul dynafty, as

A man capable of c\preflinghimfclf uitli fueh force and prcCifioii, 
IS naturall} fond of company, and if he be of an ingenuous difpofi- 
tioii, takes delight m afiociating u ith fuiienor iiiiiids Wliile Mr 
Omie, therefore, enjoyed a good hate of health, iiincli ot his tune 
aas Qient in that agreeable and iiiftruclnc May he did not, hou- 
cver, ncglcfl his hlcnry labours 

In 1781, he publitlied a third edition, full further improved, of 
the firft \ oluinc of his Hiflorj , m itli a verj' ample Indev , perhaps the 
mod perfect thing of the kind that has c\cr been printed , the hiflory 
of each perfon or place mentioned in the evork being bi icfiy traced in 
chronological order, and exhibited at^one view A fimilar Index M'as 
afterwards intended for the fccond volume a cojiy M'as prepared,

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Spaiiifli. r>utcli, and Italian languaEjcs, that he mij!,ht confnlt in the 
oriffinals the numerous writers of thole nations nho ha\c ticatcd of 
India Ills hbrar}', indeed, was a ftiong indicalmn of his cjvicnfivc 
acquirements and correft tafic in cicr}' path of hleiature, not only 
as it containcfl tlic choice (I ctlilions of all tlic claflic authors, ancient 
and modern, hut as hasing many of them enriched with notes of his 
own hand-n riling in the refpeflnc languages of their authors m 
fafl, he feems fcarcel) e\ cr to have read a hook without in.iking fomc 
remarks in the margin, tending cither to correfl error, give force to 
argument, or extend information 

But to an autlior of Mr Orme’s accuracy in matters of hiftoncal 
detail, this was not fulhcicnt It noijld naturally occur to him, that 
the fubordinatc fphcrc m which Europeans were placed, whovifitcd 
Afialic countries in the courfc of the 17th century, clthci as mer- 
chants, or travcllcis, or ad\cnturcrs for employment m the ftrsice of 
the nalisc Princes, could but ill qualify them to obtain coiTc6f inform- 
ation with regard to the courts where they armed, and he fciioudy 
felt the deficiency' of his matenals, arifingfioni his want of accefs 
to the more authentic fourcc of Eaflern w nters Tins deficiency^ 
liowc\er, was in a great mcafurc fupphed by the frequent -intercourfc

^Accordingly, the Alumgdirnama, -which comprizes the fiift 
ten } oars ol his reign, -was compofed under his immediate 
infpedtion, and is a fliamelefs apology for the depofal and 
impnfonment of his father, and the dcftrudlion of his three 
brotliers, -with fix of their fons ; whofc removal cleared his 
•way to the throne But fliould there be no confecutne hif- 
tory of the fubfequent pait of his reign, different portions of 
it will piobably be found in the annals of the provinces he 
ravaged, and of the piinces he fubdued 

The empire, at the death of Shah Jehan, extended from 
Cabdl to the NEBBEDDAir, -weftward of this nver to the 
Indus, and to the eaftward. comprehended Bengal and 
OniXA. And to the fouth of the Nerbeddah which bounds 
the Decan, the Moguls liad reduced the countnes dependent 
on Bramporl, AuRENGABAD,AioiEDNAGun, and Eeder, 
which had been connected into one government, this temtory 
was bounded on the eaft by Berar, veftward by the hills to- 
wards CoNCAN ; and by the dominions of Golcondau and 
Viziapore to the fouth. 

Aurengzebe held this government of the Decan under his 
father, and acquired in it the means of dethroning him. 
Even at that time, his capacious mind had determined to 
annex alt the unconquered countries of the pemnfula to the 
empire, and it is probable that he would have pro fecuted 
this enterpiize in pcHon, as foon as releafed fiom the anxiety 
of his fathei’s life, whofe death is imputed to him, if aais and 
infuircdtions had not demanded his prefence in the norihem ,

or confident of retrieving it, promifed that he fliould hold,

Pannela was one of the ftiongeft foitrelfes in the Coiican, 
towards the capital of Viziapore, and Setagi got pofleflion of

tiny ftrength TTic govemor of the town look refuge with 
him of the chftlc, and his example was followed by all who 
could gam admittance. From tins terror no rcfiftanco was 
made m Uic town but the. enftio fired continually after Scvagi

Befides the abundance of its commerce, Surat was in high

repeated, until the city were better fortified, which reqmred 
time , unleis Sevagi were coerced by the flrongeft neceflity of

the mtcntion and faid that he thought Chneft Khan and Surat 
had taught him better the value of fuch a fcrvnnt then drew 
hu dagger to llab bimfelf but bis arm was llopb Aurcngicbo 
condefccndcd to foolU him repealed bts firll alTaniDco of 
Ihfcty ohd rcrjucllcd his fcrricc in the expedition he was pre 
panng agamft Candalmr Scragi replied ho could command 
no troops but hu own and whs permitted to fend for them 
biCTCrthelefs ha dwelling and all his doings were narrowly 
watclicd lie fent hU letters by hu trufly meflengers who 
earned orders very dificrcnt from the letters.

lie alTc^ctl with Ie& refentraent by the fjwii of Ins own lem 
toiy in which the bands of Scragi, drfccndmg fuddonl} fluni 
the mcmntaiDs, committed ravage, ns it were nt will eluding

ments Tlie gallantry of the defiance, if true, niiift have

Rajahs in the army but nkcwifij induced Jeffwont Sing of

Things being in this apparent ftate of commotion, Sultan 
I\Iau/um applied to Smngi foi afiltlance, leprcfentmg the 
motnes of Ins re\oh, and the lulheicnls he hud gained, all 
A\hirh Sc\ani Knew before b;y his Ipics; but fiifptiftcd and 
in order to obtain certitude from time, proinifcd troops with 
Ins own fcr\icc m perfon, in the daj ol tonllnT To rcmo\c 
his <loul)ts, Maumm inoicd with liisarm\ fiom Amengabad, 
towards the north, ncicrlhelcfs not Scingi from Iiomc, but 
trailed mtelligcnec from his cnnllarics at Delhi, wlio could 
difcoicr nothing* for Anreng/cl)c h.id I'ciealed the colliition 
to no one. But lie uj)pe.ircd without auMCty m Ins countc* 
nance, nor wcic the nnhtar} picparations uiged with his ufual 
aftuit} ; which decided the judgment of Sciagi. Sultan 
i\Iau/uin, marching onward, rcmonfii-atcd toSeiagi the cmI 
confcqucnccs of his dthi} to loni the anny, and to coiuincc 
him of the rcaht} of tlicrciolt, forni.ill> chftnbutcd all the 
great employments in the empire Sciagi anfwcicd, tlial the 
Sultan’s foicc alone was more tlian fuflicicnt to difcomfit the 
languid cflbrts of his lathci , butpromifed toguaid tiicDccan 
m his abfence, and, in the cafe of his dcicat, allured him of 
icfugc m his own Icmtory The Sultan now began to tliinlc 
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that Sevagi might fufpciSl. hu fchemc, and ns a loft trial, ro 
proached him With tho haiardoca venture ho had made from 
relmnce on his ofllfranco id the hour of dccihon -R-liich ww

wluch were quelled and levived, until time and defpair united 
all the tribes in ftcadfaft rebellion 

Sultan IMauzum. uas recalled to Delhi m 1667, when the 
command of the Dccan devolved on Bahadar Khan, an 
Omrah of high bnth, and little cnterprife, which Aurengzebe 
endeavoured to fupply by fending back Dcliie Khan to a£fc as 
his fecond, whom he thus removed vith the appearance of 
favour from the hope of employment againft his own country- 
men the Pitans, amongfl whom he could not be tnifted Both 
the generals were enjoined to exert their utmoft efforts in 
reprefling Sevagi, who was continually gaming ground 

The Concan is tliat region, which extends along the weftem 
coaft of India from the teriitory of Goa to Daman,, in length 
two hundred and forty miles The vaft range of hills wluch 
accompanies the fea coaft, and always in fight of it from Cape 
Comenn to Daman, is called the Gauts, an Indian word which 
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■ecCT fignifiespal&ges. Thii chain, ncrcf more than fifly, orlcfs than 
thirty miles from the fca, has in its irhole extent very few 
pafles Tvhich open into the mland country by windings 
nmongtl the mountains which dnnmifli the ohruptncTs of the 
nfccnL In all other parts, and eJllxeially in tho Conenn the 
whole dmm feems one conneited wnD to the fummit of which 
every path has been hewn by ihp hand of man and nererthe- 
lets 15 not to be alcended even by the finglo foot of the 
trarellcr without the fotigne of hours. Tbo coftem fide of 
the ndge m not fo fteep, neither is it fo high beenufe the lereJ 
of the coaft lies much lower than tho level of tho Inland 
country whichnevcrthclclscontmucsbrcalangformany miles 
from tho foot of the Gants into teparate mountain*, of which 
fcvernl nearly vio in height with the Gauts tbemfclvcs. The 
fca coaft 1* interfeifted by many mers, dH of which defeend 
from tho Gauts. 

Scvagi wiu at this time m polTctllon of all the ndgo in the 
extent from Rnjapore to Daman befides which he had fcvcml 
dctaclicd fortrctTc* of great ftrength to the caftwnrd Panncla, 
between Pondah and Vmapoie Srder hlnlcr on the Tapti call 
of Sumt, Pain thirty miles to the fouth of Jenneah-gur and 
like it, on cxtcnGvc fortification on tho table of a very high 
rock.

Bombay His fecretary Cook, prefummg on fome delegation 
of powers, concluded ii treaty with the council of Goa, very 
derogatory from the rights granted by tke crown of Portugal 
This treaty was executed on the 14th. of January 1665, and 
foon after the remains of the armament failed to Bombay, 
and were permitted to take poffeffion. However the treaty 
was difavowed m England, and Sir Samuel Lucas was ap- 
pointed governor, ftill for the crown , but King Charles foon

M Inch had been built by the Mogul s order, and was aflem- 
bled m the river ready to fail with the Siddee’s, as foon as the 
feafon would permit It ivould hai e faved a double march if 
lie had made the attempt on Surat immediately after he had 
vnSlualled Saler Moler , but the city, as well as the camp at 
Jenneah, had taken the alarm , and by defiftmg al that time,

Sevngi fait n 
body of troops who hniing fufficicnlly difplaycd Uiemfdres, 
halted quietly at the homer of Dnman irlicrc their appear 
ance, as it was intended to try roifcd the utmoft cooncrnation' 
for although a regular fortification nothing was in reodmeft 
for defence. After fome'gtms had been liauled op from the

Mas a dependant on Sultan ]\Iauzum, for m Indoflan the 
connexion betveen the pation and client laft through life, un- 
Icfs diflbhcd by ]icimifllon, oi treachery i\Ioiah Pundit 
demanded an exorbitant lanfom from the town, it was flip- 
pofed by the goiernor’s ad\icc, who ufed the pretence to levy 
extravagant fums, e\en b\ Molcnce, which with the continu- 
ance of the diflrcflcs from the enemy without, wcie intended. 

It ivas thought wnth the approbation of Sultan hlaurum, to 
drive the inhabitants in defpaii to open their gates to Sevagi 
Howc\er as foon as the feafon permitted the fleets to put to 
fea, IMorali Pundit compromifcd for the retreat of his aimy, 
at much lefs than his fiift demands but the fum was ftill 
great, and the governor refcn'cd moie of wdiat he l?ad col- 
le6led, for himfelf .

to drav an ofTenng to the Mogul Still to add to the boldnefs 
of SeNagi’s excuifion, he left his coafls, at this time threatened 
b> the fleets from Suiat, •which anchored off the ifland of 
Bombay, at the end of Oitobei, and atked pcrmiflion to come 
into the harbour, intending to lay waftc the Coiluhs ofSevagi, 
but were refufed admittance by the prefident Angicr, ivho had 
lately come from Sur.it to icgulate the doubtful ftate of the 
ifland , On ■which the fleets failed to Dunda Rajapore, Touted

Sc%-agi who bad been as it were nfpodlntor from bis fiiorcs, 
of the contcll aniongll the tlircc European nalioos, commen 
ced foon after ilic oxpcdiUcm be bad in contemplation The 
hmg of Vmnporc died in December nnd the general Dullol 
Khan gave the diadem to a pnnee, who although of tho 
family was not the hmr of the throne. Tlie clciSjon difcon 
tented fercra! goremor* of provincca, who were abetted by 
Seragi, and not unwilUng to fee the arcifion ngainll tbc ad 
immRrntion mcrcafcd by the detnments of hts hofbhtia 
who accordingly fent off on army to the' conn tiy on tbc cnfl 
cm fide of the mountains at the back of Carwnr and Goa, 
which abounded in manufaftnnDg village* under many towns 
of mart winch traded with tho capital and the fen. Seragia 
troops dc&iojed crciy thing tlicy did not cany away Their 
«. *7 booty was great, but in no one place fo raluablo, as at Ilnbcly 

where they found a great ftoro of cloth for exportation and 
all kinds of imported commoditfcs, of which Iluhcly was tlio 
depofitc.

Eveephng the terntoi \ belonging to the Portuguefe at 
Goa the lea coafl with the country 'weft of the mountains, 
fiom Rajapoic (o IMirzcou fouth of Carwar, ftill belonged to 
the king ot Vi/iapoic, fomc paits in immediate fovercignty, 
othci's through the hcredilaiy vafTalage of fc\cral Rajahs, and 
more clnefs of JcfTti note, called Defojs 'i he moft contidcr- 
ablc of thefe Indian piincipalitics uas the territory ot Siin- 
dah, and of the immediate go\ernmcnts, Carwar Sciagi, 
dunns: his late incurfioii on the other fide the mouiitnins, fent 
letters, cmiffancs, and monc}', to all thefe dependants on 
Yiziapoic, or to their officers, inciting them to rebel, and pro- 
mifing his affiftance 

The Englifli company, as before, at the taking of Rajapore, 
had loft effeifts to a confiderable value m the fack of Plubely 
They had long been negotiating for, compenfation of the 
former damage It happened in May, about the time Seyagi 
returned to Rairee, that the Moguls and Sidde^’s fleet from 
Surat, anchored off Bombay, and required perm iffion to pafs 
the impending monfoon in the harbour This opportunity 
•was taken to fend an Englifliman again to reneiv the Raja,- 
pore demand, adding to it the new damage of Hnbely Sevagi 
promifed immediate fatisfaxSlion, and eveiy advantage which 
hi6 domimons qpuld aftord, if they -would treat the Siddee as 
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SECT nu cnciDj nnd nffift in reducing Gingcrnh But notbing at 
this time acquirable m India could have conipcnDited the 
1073 company 8 trade at SoraL which placed their fortune m the 
power of the IVIogul and in deference to this danger the pre 
fident Angler pemutted the four pnaapol fngates of the 
Moguls fleet, to be hauled in fbore under tlic core and pro- 
tc^ion of the garrifon but fuffered none of the crew* to ftaj 
with them and utter! j refufed any of the refl or of the 
Siddees fleet either Tcffeh or men to remain m the harbour 
or iflnnd who nccordragly went m much difcontcnt, to 
get much ]o6 convenient flieltcr at Gingerah Scragi ap- 
proved this condmS, and promifcd n fpeedy adjuftmrnt of 
the Rajaporo daim bnt Ctud he knew of nothing token at 
Hubcly beyond the Idl produced by hts officers which -con 
fifted of a parcel of furniture and trumpery Valued at two 
hundred pagodas, whereas the real lo& exceeded eight thon 
land He however prefled the Englifli to fettle again at 
Ilnjapore, with which they foon after complied and to fl^ll 
him n great ihany cnnndn for the equipment of bis fleet 
which they eroded

and the mountamsio tlior Ihundcn andScvagi who Impa

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pcftcd of lo 3 ’alty to Ins fo\cicign of Vixiapoic, tlicn attacked sect. 
fuch of the Dcfo}s as icfulcd to ]oin luin, and admitting no 
neutrality, took n hat ftragglcis oi property he found unpio- 1673 
tcdled belonging to tin Portuguefe at Goa, and even be- 
ficged the Enghlli tadory at Caiwai, becaufe they retufed to 
fupply' him with arms and money'. Eight thoufand horfe fet 
off fiom Yiziapoie, (the fear of the Mogul’s aimy prevented 
more) and waited at the foot of the mountains, to pafs agaiuft 
the lebel Sevagi, whofe intelligence was as quick as his 
\ lews, w as prepared to take ad\ antage of this confufion, and 
diredled his force fiom taiious quarters, whcic they had been 
Rationed with this intention, and imcfted the tlrong and im- 
portant foitiefs of Sataiah, which Rands on the ivcRcm fide 
of the ridge, but itfelf on a mountain, furrounded by many 
others, which with the weather fecuicd his cncumvallation. 

No afliRance came fiom Vi/iapore, and the place furrendered 
towards the end of Augufl, it was the depofitory and refuge 
of much opulence and trcafuie The filvei, gold, jewels, and 
all the other plunder of value, were brought with oRentation 
to Ranee Immediately' aftei 'tins expedition much buRle 
enfued by the motion and change of troops Rom one Ration 
/ to another, and tiventy' thoufand walleLs w'erc prepared at 
Raircc, as if to bring away the plunder of fome city The re- 
port of the wallets turned the attention of tlie Mogul’s army 
to the protection of Surat, and quieted the apprehenfions of 
Viziapore, concermng Sevagi’s intention to fuccour the rebels

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BFCT of Corwar But both were dccu\cd for in tlic bt^nning of 
Ofiobcr 25 000 men marclung over different pnffes of the 
1673 Gnut», nnd bj TunuusrouU TTithin Ujem fuddcnlj united nnd 
juTcflcd the fortrefs of PondaU» which was fituated 300 mifca 
from Rairee and fortj r of Goa- It flood on the plain 
near the foot of the GauU, and commanded the approach to 
the mofl fnxjuentcd pa& leading from thecoaft ofSundah and 
Goo, to the inland of Vmapore whofe troops, engaged ogamfl 
the rebell of Carwar immcdintclj retired over the Gants bj 
other poffes leaving nothing to interrupt the fic^ of Pondah 
which from its fituation alone was capable of long dcicnco 
ngninll fuch modes of attack as were in thofo dajri of uCigo 
in India and which even the gcnias of Scvngi had but htllo 
improved lie had pTevionffj purchnfed eighty pieces of 
cannon, and lead fuffiaent for all his matchlocks, from the 
French director at Snmt who had ftnt them to Ilnjaporc, 
and they were hrounht as rcipiifflc to the camp at Pondali 
The Siddee* fleet irhich liad wintered under Gingcnih nnd 
the Jilogul s fngates, which liad been hauled on flioro at Bom 
boy put to fca on the return of the fair fenfon and cruizing 
down the ccafl took many vdTcIs of trade nnd fume of war 
belonging to Scragi and lio country nnd oibcrs by wilful 
TOiftnkc which ns neutrals, tire Slddco was bound to proteifl

the Siddee renewed his depredations in the Corlahs but after 
feme days, troops anived from Bairce, who furprifcd one hun- 
dred of the Siddee’s, and cut q,\cij one of them to pieces

tion that he Ihould give no in.^rruptirm to Sevngis troops in 
maintaining the ndjoimog pals over the mountiuns, ogamll Iho 
troops of Vmaporc Sm'agi m this mvnfion reduced all tlio 
coeft from Rajaporo to the iDand of Bnrdca, which belonged 
to the Portuguefe and 'wns fcpnrntcd only by the liarbour 
from the city and ifland of Goo The city was not o little 
nhmned by the neighbourhood of Scvngi s operations tvIucTi 
greatly diflrefled their trade odd markets ncreiihclcls, not 
attacked, they refromed from nfling ofTcnfively for thefirord 
of their anaent valour had long cankcrctl in It* fpoils.

,Se\ngi was fitisiied with Mr Angler's cndeaiours to piiweiiL 
tl cm •md lepiatmghis foi iiicr rcrpiefi fort iimon, muled an 
cmbinadoi to lettle lornu r diflt lem es , but unhuKiH at this 
puRture, letters nnd meflingcrs wen lontmuall} coining from 
thcgoicrnoi of Surat, reiiuelimg that thcSiddees Heel might 
pafs the appioaelmig moulooii m the haibour, on which 
Seragi thrcatciu d the tfilifliial \fngcance of anifimg the 
Dutch fled with 10,000 men lo attacK the in.md 

'Iliis fleet had returned from Suiat to the eoaft of Coroman- 
del, wherein Augiiii thc> met, neai Alotchlepatam, a fleet of »> 30 
ten Daft Indiatiicn jiifi .urned from jMiglaiid , whuh not- 
wiOiflandingthc fupcnoiit} of llickloflc’s, w Inch weic twentj- 
two flops, would not, as they might, aioid the cncountei , 
wlucliwas, nc^ Cl thclcfs, niamlamcd with obflmac} b} only

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»ECT three of them of irhich, tro difinafted ’were tni.cn nod the 
other ran nlhorc, rather than ftrike- RjcUoffb foon oRcr foiled 
to Cejion nnd m the beginning of thu year came again on 
the coaR of Malabar and was advancing to the northward, 
fending forward reports of Ins intention to reduce Bombay m 
which he had faded the year before 
This perplexity was increafed by the appearance of the 
Siddce B 6ceh which anchored off the entrance of the harbour 
on the S4th of April The fome evening arofe a violent gnlo 
of vmd whicli (had they not intended) would have forced 
them to feck flielter under the llland As foon os the wca 
thernbated they were requcfled to depart in Read of which 
a great nnraber of boats rowed up in the channel which di 
Tides the ifland from the mam and landed at Uic north call 
pomt in the town of Sion out of which they drove the inbabi 
tants, nnd took poflcflion of their houfes, intending to efla 
bh(h their quarters here during the monfoon hot were dm cn 
out, by a fngate and port of the gamfon Soon after beats 
with 500 men m armed array endeavoured t6 land at Mara 
gong, the former ftation of their refidcncc but were beaten 
back by the fire of cannon from the fliorc- Tbefe exertions had 
been encouraged by neww that the Uatch fleet with litckloQc 
had feparoted at Vmgorlah fome going to Surat, oihcti to 
Pcrfia othcTi back to Ceylon It was then agreed that only 
300 men of the Siddce s fliould continuo on ftiorc at a tunc

I\rr Ilcm v Ovenden nas deputed, and Scvagi received Ins 
A lilt of compluncnt with pohtcncfs, but referred him to his 
mmiftcrs foi the completion of the treat}, and afterwards cm- 
plo}cd hiiiifclf for a iiiontli in purifications and other religious 
ceremonies didatcd b} his bramins, as nccenary preparations 
for his enthronement, prc\ious to which, he was publicly 
A\cighcd againfl gold, and the fum amounting to 16,000 
pagodas, was gi\cn to the bramins. The ceremony of the 
enthronement w as magnificent, and imitated the IMoguls At 
the contlufion of the fcftnals 100,000 pagodas more were dif- 
tnbuted amongft the bramins, and the fame amount m 
rewards to officers Soon after the niiniflcrs concluded the 
treaty w'ltli Mr Ovenden, admitting eighteen of twenty arti- 
cles propofed Of the two icjciSled, one was the currency of 
Bomba} mono} m Sc\agi’s dominions, which was made mcon- 
fideratel}, bccaufc impl}mg at Icafl a partial controul of lus 
treafur} Sc\agi nc\crthclcfs difmiflcd it mildl}, faying that 
he could not compel his fubjeifls to take foreign money, but 
according to their own judgment. The other, was the ev- 
emption of Englifli wuccks on his coafl, Aihich he faid had 
been the property of the fovcicigns fiom time immemorial, 
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SECT and if yielded to the Englfh would be demanded bv the- 
other European nations. In the articles admitted^ were com- 
pnfed fufficient terms of amity and commcTcr but no alliance 
by B feparate article Sevagi allowed I a 000 pagodas for the 
damages fulbuned feven years before at Rajaporc one half 
to be pmd m ready money the other m beetle and cocoa nul5» 
to be delrvcred there but agreed to notlnng for the loft at 
Hubely 

Mr Oxcndcti tendered the medratioa of Bombay to moke 
peace bctwccii lura and the Siddee* which it thould lecro 
neither Bombay could guarantee nor the Siddco accept, with- 
out utter offence to the 3Iogul Sevagi Cud that Gmgerah 
had coll him too dear to rehnqniffi the inteation of rcduaog 
it and at thii time a body of his troops were renewing balte- 
ncs ngamll it from the fliore m which mode they had for 
fifteen yean been cndcaiounng* without fucceft, what three 
Ihipi of war would hare accompldhcd m three hours- Era- 
ballhdon from Vndaporc bad likewifo followed Scragi from 
Pondab propofi ng an alliance agaioft the Mogul who threat 
cned Tunaporc as conniving at the fucccfics of Scrogi eren 
in their own Icmloiy The embaflodors were detained until 
the fcafon of nftion approached, when Scrag i dirmiflcd them 
CiyiDg he was fulBaent to his own defence 

In the bcgiamng of Augufl hisgeocrnlMomh Pundit come 
down the Gaulf with 10 000 men and quartered m the ruined 
town of Galium oppolltc to the ifland of Salcctte, from hence, 
t whilff 
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•wliilft report terrified Suiat, and awed tlie Siddee’s fleet in tlie 
harbour of Bombay, meflengers were fent toBaflein, demand- 
ing the chout of all the Portuguefe territory in thefe parts The 
chout means the foui th part of the revenue, and tins is the 
earliefl mention ne find of the claim, of which we have not 
hitherto been lablc' to difcover either the right or ongm, but 
fuppofe it, wherefoever demanded, to arife from fome preten- 
fion that the tei ntory in ancient times belonged to a Rajpoot 
or Morattoe fovereignty But enmity was the caufe of the 
demand at prefent , for- the Portuguefe had lately inflidted 
great feverities on many families of the Mornttoe religion 
Witliin their diftudts, becaufe they! rcfufed to become Chnfln- 
ans, and this time of retaliationj by requiring them to become 
tnbutanes, feems to have been exprefsiy chofen ; the PortU' 
guefe having lately endured, with little refiftance, a much 
greater mfult from a much inferior force . i 

The armada which ufed .to cruife every year from Goa, to 
aflert the fovereignty of tlie Indian feas,, had the year before 
.erofled over to the gulph of Perfia, where they plundered fe- 
veral fhips whicR had not taken their 'pafles, and then pro- 
ceeded to the port of Mufcat, with which they had long been 
at contmual war but not chufing to rifque their fhips agamfl; 
the caftles that defend the entrance of the harbour^ they land- 
edj without, and ravaged to the walls They failed away on 
their return to Goa, in the middle of October, and the Imaum, 
or pnnce, as foon as they were gone, equipped ten the ftoutefl 
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of the merchant Ibipj of hji portf rrhich id Deccmbl^ 
near Dia fell in ^nth a fleet of gram Tcflela cfcorted bj 
vcral Portuguefc grabs and gallimti of vhich th^ took aj 
deftroyed the greateft part and then Ruled down to BalTe 
where in the beginning of Fcbraary they landed 600 Ara{i*^ 
who fpread themfelves, and plundered nil the churches 
countTj feats around refraining from no cmclty or nolatip*^ 
The garnfon of BafTcin exceeded the nnmber of Arabs, 
had landed, but continoed pome firuck within their wal^ 
until they were gone And this pnCUammity expofed Uk 
to the contempt of all their neighbonra, AVe do not find wl|**^ 
fubmiflion the goremor of Baflein made to the demand 
Morah Pondit, who waiting the farther intcntwD* of

ning of the year 167-5+ irhilft Scvngi s troopt wore at the gates, 
nmved m the road fc\cn Dutch ftiips of irtr which felicd nil 
the fliips of the port nnd detained them irom then vojTigc*, 
until the government fubrailtcd to the competdhtion required 
The Siddeet fleet which Ciilcd /rom Bombay in September, 
had proceeded to Surat but left it m fear before the Dutch 
arrived there after winch they continued crulfing along 
Seragi i coafls, with little fuccefi for lus fighting vefleft wero 
hauled nfliore, waiting until reioforccd t6 a more equal matcit, 
by fuch oi were budding, and all traders had been vanicd to 
keep in port Nor had the Sid dees been more fucceftful iri 
quelling the cannonade againil Gingcnih from whence they

foon after proceeded to Surat, where they continued through 
the cnfuing monfoon. 

By till'? time the rebellion of the Pitaus of Pifliavir and 
Cabul had become the moll fohcilous concern of the empire 
Some fucccdcs obtained over detached parties in the year 
1673, induced the IMogul's Governor of Pilliavir to pafs the 
Indus -with all his arm}, intending to foicc their Urong holds 
in the mountains , but the Pxtans inclofcd the army amongll 
the defiles, and dcllroyed the vhole, uith their commander. 
Not ha^ mg dcfpaircd of the chance of fuch a fuccefs, they 
liad prepared a king, Mhom they proclaimed, not only as 
fo'vercign of their own tribes, but of the -whole empire. 

It IS well known that m the contention of Aureng^cbe for 
the throne, his brother, the Sultan Sujah, who as well as 
Darah bad the pnoniy of birth, was defeated and dnien out 
of Bengal by the general Emir Jumlah According to the 
prevalent report of the time, he was murdered with his family 
and followers by a Rajah, on the confines of Arracan , but as 
his head had never been produced, nor the fa6t vouched by 
any perfons wdio knew him before his flight, fome credit -was 
gi\en to other reports, that he had efcaped , which is believed, 
as we are informed, m the ifland of Sooloo, far from Arracan 
and Bengal, rvliere his tomb is flicwn at this day This un- 
certainty of his fate, furmflied credulity and intrigue with 
prefenfions to affert, that he continued alive m Indoftan, con- 
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SECT ccnled now here, now there but ready to appear on any 
favourable opportumtf of aflertrag his right to the throaoL 
1675 Aurengiebe wub convinced of his death but was very attecr 
tire to the ufc which might be made of tlie reports of his 
being ohre. ( 

A Pitan foldier had ferred ra the army of Saltan Sujah 
and bore fuch refcmbhmcc to him in countenance and figure, 
that they might, uhdcrfiimlaroraaments, have been miflakcn 
for one another It is laid that he bad acquired the imita 
boa of bo manners and deportment, and with lc6 probabihtjr 
that he had appnfcd himfelf of many minute particrfars of 
his life it IS not onlih^y that ghropfes of thisappantjon had 
given nfe to the reports that Snjoh himfclf was ftiH alive 
Tlie Pilans produced this adventurer with odcntatioui refpeft 
as king of Indofton and all the tnbes were fummoned to 
march witli him to Delhi 

The whole nation could bring 150 000 fightmg men Into 
the field and hod they been united could never have been 
reduced by the Moguls, to whom tho^ always paid malig 
nant fubrndnon and the general charn»5lcr of the people 
(who os by natare craving arrogant, and cruel arc by pnnci 
plo treacherous, revengeful and void of gratitude) rendered 
jt un&fo to concdiato thcir kaders by high appointments, of 
which the denial increnfed the national antipathy *1116 
news of fuch an enemy fupportmg n pretender to tho 
throne, agitated Ibc very palace of the monarch and tlio 
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ambition of diRaiit conqucR Mclrlal to the Mtal danger of 
rebellion 

AiircMig/cbc'^ pitcliccl liis tent, and difpla^cd the fiandard 
of the empire, to A\hich all his banners repaired nilh the in- 
difpenfablc ahunt\ of which he fet the example Tlic v\holc 
under his own immediate {Oiidmfl, marched fiom Delhi, ns 
near as we tan combine in Ajiril IGT-Ijund eroded the Indus 
at the end of the tear On his departure Sultan I\Iau/um 
iras recalled to prefidc in the capital, and had performed 
nothing remarKable during this his fetond adininidiation of 
the Derail, excepting the lc\ } of a large film of money from 
the king ol Golcondah, in 1 672, niimedintcl} after Scvngi had 
cxniflcd a more cxccdltc contribution 

The go\ernor of Pond.ih ke|)t no icgard to his terms, as 
foou as Se\agi was cng.iged in didant hodihtics , but renewed 
his dependence on Vi/iapoic, which Sciagi determined to 
retenge, and as foon as he returned from rat aging the 
jMcgul's temtory, gat e thegeneral Bahadar Khan, who ought 
to hate jirotcdled it belter, a large biibc out of the plunder, 
for a cedation of hodihtics until Pondah lliould be reduced. 
Troops had marched and mteded the place before Sevagi’s 
return, but although a£tivc their numbers were infudicicnt" 
twenty thoufand more were font, and Sevagi hiinfelf followed 
in the montli of March, vifiUng Rajajiorc m the way, tvheic 
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** Chardin fccmi to unply, that Aurengzchc was at Labor in 1674 and 1675 
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be kept hw magazines of war for ha foutbcm temtones m the 
Concim great Io& was fuRmned m the Cege which wo 6nd 
fpoken of famouflj the place wns token nt tho end of April 
but wc arc nneertam whether bj trcachety aflimlt, or furrender 
He then attadted tho neighbouring temtoiy of Sundab in 
which were fercral ftrong forts, whofo garnfons refilled witli no 
other cffeiR than to incrcafe the mifenes of the country and 
their owm The town of Canrar was burnt, becaufc the cafile 
did not furrender on the firfl fummoas Serngi in perfon 
gave the order hut received the EngUfh fadors with mvUity 
nxid exempted the Tn&ory from rioJcnca The whole counhy 
tvas reduced as far ni to the river 'Mirzcoa, which is tho 
northern limit of the kingdom ofCanartu Thoqnccn of this 
chuntry fent gifts, and fohcited the afliftance of Scvngi, agnmfl 
fome of her mimftcra and relations. Tbo Portngnefc at Gca 
were hiitnrncd wUhm tbetr own diftnds, and ns before not 
ftiffcTcd to get pTovifions from the adjacent country The 
operations continoed throvigli the nuns, nnd detained Scragl 
hamfcl^ from Rairce until the end of Aoguft 

Aurcngicbc wta at this time jeturned from the Indos to 
Delhi, and nfladed as it were by the rlamonn of tho Decan, 
made fercrc reproaches to his general Bahodar Khan urging 
the ulmoft exemons, which Scrngi erpofied and defied ran- 
roreing his battmci agamfl Glngoali 'and fending parties to 
iconr the country about Surat, where the governor hod re 
cciTcd the Cxme injunAions as Bahadar, and ftrcnglheocd tlic 
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Sidtlec’s fleet iiMtli two laigc flups, two fiigatcs, and two 
tlioufand men. ne\erlhelers, with the ufual dilatonnefs, even 
when in carneft, it was the middle of No\ ember before either 
the fleet oi the anii}' wcic m motion to pinjiofe, when a large 
detachment forced through the pafles m the ridge, and en- 
camped atGallian , and at the fame time Llie fleet arrived m 
the haibour of Bombay, fiom whence they font a reinfoice- 
meiit to the camp, and then failed down ihe coafl: 

Gallian, with the country below' the hills, as far to the 
north as Daman, cveeptmg tlie diflndls of the Portuguefe, 
had been i educed b}' Sevagi, and, w’ltli Ins fertile Corlahs to 
the fouthward, lay expofed to the devaftation of the Mogul’s 
army, from which they weic neieilhelefs preferved by a bar- 
gain of redemption, and BahadarKhan, on receiving 10,000 
pagodas from Ranee, went up the lull again, without having 
committed any ravage The terms w ere fo publicly known, 
that we fuppofe the fum w’as accounted for to the king's trea- 
fury, as a homage But the operations of the Siddce w'cre not 
reftrided by this agreement, they landed and plundered in 
fe^ eral parts, as they proceeded dowm Sevagi's coafl, and at 
length burnt the fair town of Vingorlah, near Goa, wdiere the 
Dutch had a ta6tory, winch defended itfelf. The fleet of 
Sevagi had by this time been increafed to fifty-feven fail, of 
- which fifteen were grabs, the lefl galhvats, all crowded with 
men, they put to feafrom Ghenah and Rajapore, but miffed

Early m Apnl, Siddee Sambolc, vho bad hitherto com- 
manded both fleets, came from Gingerah to Bombay with tho 
hlogul s, but with few of tho Siddee s haring <]uorrdled with 
fome of the pnuapal commanden, os well ns with Utcgoicr 
nor of Gingerah who had concerted to fcirc him wluch had 
haficned Ins departure fooncr than he intended The caulc 
oftheqaarrd feem* to hare been the cmbocrlctnentof money 
to which the community were entitled and tho fiinio diDio- 
1 Dcfty 
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ncfty m his accounts ■with the Mogul had fet the governor of 
Suiat at mucli variance vith him, dreading -which he prefled 
hard to Avintei at Bombay , but the prudence of j\Ir Angier, 
who had lately icturncd to Surat, forcfeeing trouble to the 
ifland, either by rclufal or admittance procured an invitation 
from thegoicinor of Suiat, -with atfuiancc of oblnion on 
vliicli Sainbolc failed thither with all the veflcls he had brought, 
leaving the haibouron the Sthof Apiil 

At the end of this month, Sevagi’s general, Morah Pundit, 
came down to Gallian vitli. 10,000 hoife, of -which aAetach- 
nientnith a great number of labourcis, proceeded to the 
northward, and took poflcflion of a ruined fort called Pannela, 
■which llands on a hill, ten miles inland of Daman, and com- 
mands the frequented road to Surat Scvagi hnnfelf foon after 
came to fuperintond the work, which continued until the fort, 
fuch as Lt lb now feeii, was raifed above the danger of aflTault. 
Sciagi, on his return to Rairee, fent all his troops, excepting 
what he left at Pannela, to their winter quarters In July all 
the Siddcc’s veflTels, winch had continued at Gingerah, came 
to Bombay, in order to fpate the provifions of their own gar- 
nfon they Avere commanded by Sid dee CoflTim, vdio had 
fuperfeded the influence and command of Siddee Sambole 
If it were permitted to adopt conjedlure, deduced from a 
vanety of cncumftances and events, we fliould give tlie foL 
lowing account of this community 

Tlie appellation, of which the hteral meaning is not afeer- 
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lECT tamed was appHcd in the Deam to natives of Abjflinja of 
■wtom fevend either as flaves or ndrentaren, in forraer tunes 
IS76 gamed nfcendnncc over a king of ^ umpore, and were exalted 
by him to the high eft employments in the ftate. They ga 
tlicrcd all of their own country they could procure either by 
purchafe or mvitation and even the Coffrecs of other parts of 
Africa* Tho natural courage of thefe people not unmixcd 
with feiTXUty and always foremoft in battle, awed the envy of 
their nvals howfoever mdignant from the pndo of anaent 
Hfthomedan defeent, although the Siddecs hnd Ukcwi/b taken 
this rchgion

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the main, oflciccl their ^cflcls and fcrvicc to Aureng/ebe, but 
referved the propcity of Gingcrah, and the right to whatfo- 
c\cr tlic> might rcco\er of their former fiefs, now loft to Vi7i- 
apore Befidcs their 'velTcls of war, they had fliips and other 
embarkations employed in trade, whieh contributed as much 
to their fubfiftence as the ftipends of Aurengzebe Reverence 
to the higher familj^ and to the Mogul’s choice, had given the 
pre-eminenec of command to Siddee Sambole but the other 
captains prcfeiw e'd the diftindt coininand o\ er tlieir ow n crews 
and dependants, and an anftocratical council determined the 
general ivelfarc of this fingnlar republic , m which tlie lowcft 
orders, from their (kill and utilitj', maintained fomc influence, 
and proud of their importance, mented it, by the alacrity 
of their fen ice, infoinuch, that they excelled all the naviga- 
tors of India, and even rated thcnifehes equal to Europeans ; 
and indeed the onfet of their fw'ord was formidable in board-

Siddee CotTim was rccened with relpedt by the Enghfli 
goi eminent at Bombay, and took his abode at Mazagong, 
where the larger velfels rode, and the fmaller w'ere hauled on 
fliore.

whom he had perhaps obtained the pcrmiffion, in then confe- 
rence the } car before' fiom lienee he fet ofl with h)s whole 
foicc, pafied by Tniietb, and -aftcniards w ithin ififtccli iiillcs 
of IMadrafs, but feems ,to ha\c made his mam pufli dircdlly 
agamfi Gmgee, of which with Volcondah and level al othci 
forts we find him m ppflelTion in the month of J11I3, and at is 
probable that he had icduccd much more, for fomc of .Ins 
parties at this time plundeicd as fai as Senngapatiim 111 i\l3'foie.

Momh Pundit dunng the truce mth tjic Moguland thoci 
pcditiOQ of Scrag! to tlic Carnatic, hail nfited ami providcil 
all the gamfoDS in and dependent on the Concan, and kept 
what troops were left for tlic field with ai much care as if 
every day wero to have produced hoftihty which the Mogul s 
genemU -would before this tuno hara renewed had they 
not been engaged with httlc fuccds ogamll the army of 
rmnport. 
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We now lefumc the A\ar -which Aurengzebe had conducted sect. 
in perfon agamll the Pitans beyond the Indus, \\ here he arrived 
in the beginning of tlie year 1675, bcfoie winch a part of 1678. 
hisianguard had crofted the iner, whom the Pitans defeated, ” 
and put to death even tlic piifoners of their vn^tor^’-, but after 
tlic mam army, with Aurengzebe himfclf, had paflTed, the 
Pitans confined their icfiftancc to fliirmiftics, tlie defence of 
pofts, and night alTaults on the camp, which protiadlcd tlie 
war for fifteen months , but numbers at length prevailed , for 
the Mogul arm}' was fuflicicnt to people the country they 
attached After all the more habitable \ alleys were reduced, 
the Pitans ictiied into the more inaccctTible mountains, m 
which Auicngzcbe did not think it woith the prize to expofc 
his troops, noi lus own prcfcncc farther neceftai}', but eftab- 
liflimg a chain of pofts, and leai mg a fuflicicnt foicc to defend 
the conquered country, undci the command of a general 
efpccially fclciSlcd, returned himfelf to Delhi, from w'hcncc 
he had been abfent tw'cnt 3 '-fc\ en months, which, ac- 
cording to oui computation, extended to July of the yeai 
1676 Ncvcrthclcfb the woik was not yet finiflicd to his 
mind , and he continued at Delhi w'aiting tlie completion he 
had prepared 

Tlie former governors of PiQiaiir and Cabul had alwaj's 
kept the Pitans under fevere reftruSlions, and their chiefs at 
imperious diftancc But Coffiib Khan, whom Auiengzebe 
appomted ^n his return to Delhi, aflumed a different condudl.

favour whofe exculpation, had ho dared td make any would 
have been death To Ibothc or obviate the vengcaDce of the 
Pitims, lie feni firft Im fou Aebar and then Sultan Mnuxum, 
to Pifliavlr But tlir Pitara were too much difcouccrtcd by 
the loft of thar chicft, to recur to arms. 

The confent or i ud I tfcrenco of \nrcngxrbc toScragii expe

Concan on the other, and the nch countiics to the foutli of 
the Coleioon lay at the meicy of his adlnit}' from Gmgee, 
whcnfoc^cl difcngaged fiom other exertions. 

Accoidmgly tins mticafe of his power excited the indigna- 
tion of Anieng7ebc, m pioportiOn to the obftacles it might 
create to Ins own view s of i educing the Penmfula. He fliarp- 
ly lebuked Bahadar Ivhan, foi having been miRaken m the 
confequcnce of his ti uce w ith Sc^ agi , and fent back Delhire 
Khan with a feparatc command, oideiing him at leaft to prefs 
the conqueft of Viziapoic, if he could not make impreffion on 
Se\ agi’b countries , w ho returning from the Carnatic, ravaged 
in Viziapoie, dellioymg the towns and tillage until the begm- 
ning of February 1678, when Delhire Khan wthTns aimy 
entered the countiy, and Sevagi, making the moft of every 
turn, then offeied his atliftance to the king, which was accepted, 
and enabled the ftate to make head againft all the efforts of 
DelhiieKhan Sevagi letumed to Rairee m April, after an 
abfence of nineteen months, the longeft fmee he had fixed his 
refidence there

Momh Pundit, Anagi Pundit, nnd moll of the officers of 
the higher ranks m SevogTs government were bramins and 
Sovngi in defereuep to their execration of tHb inexpmblc ira 
piintie* which Siddee Coflim had mfliflcd on the bramlns he 
had taken pnfoncri, confented to indulge their propofol of 
burning tlio two fleets nt Bombay wlilch moreover had for 
many years been (be only obftaclc to the rcduiflion of Gin 
gcrab Accordingly Dowlct Caun, and Dcira Smmg the two 
admirals of hts own fleet came down with 4000 men in tlw

It IS veil known that Aurengzebe ufed the malic of lehgious 
aufteiity, amongft his other means of acquiring the thione. 

Of his brothers, Darah had written a tieatifc, endeavouring to n 51 
reconcile the doctimes of Biamah with the tenets of the 
Alcoran, Sujah had no religion, and Morad diank wine to 
excefs , and the indulgence of their father, Shah Jehan, to all 
perfuafions', incuried the reproach of indiference to his own 
Affumed pra6tices of general eftimation can never be comfort- 
ably relinquidied , but the hy poci ify of Aurengzebe increafed 
with his pov ei , and in order to palliate to his Mahomedan 
fubjects, the crimes by which he had become their foveieign, 
hq detei rained to enforce the converfion of the Hindoos n 52. 

throughout his empire by the fevereft penalties, and even 
threatened the fword , as if the blood of his fubjects vere to 
vafli aAvajf the flams, with Avhich he was imbrued by the blood 
of his family 

A few petty Rajahs vere lured by better appointments to 
coiiAeifion, but the people clung to their pagodas, fome 
pieachei’s aa ere put to death, Avhich lucicafed the fpirit of 
martjidom An old woman led a multitude in arms from „ 
Agm tow aids Delhi, whom Aurengzebe defeated in perfon

Abnir Chitorc and Joudpotc are ibe Ihroc great Rajah 
fliips of IndoHam Abnir adjoins to tlio weft of the prorince 
of Agra and to tlie nortli of Aximr Chitorc lies on the well 

of Malm Joudpore of Chitorc, extending to the Indus nud 
both thefo principalities ndjom to the nortli of Gnrerat Tlic 
races of the Rajpoots, who potTcS the three countries arc 
acknowledged the noblcR m the empire no infcnor catls arc 
adniiUetl to the bonoor of bcnnng arms nuiongft them and 
when united, they can bnng £t)0 000 dgliting men into the 
field The Mogul had often endenroured to rubjc<fl thciu to 
nmcnablc mflalagc but had never been able to obtain tlicir 
ftcquidcencc to more than ceremonious ncknoTvledgmcntf 
and rated fubfubes of troops. The fitoation of their countries 
enabled them tnrctahalcinjuncs m the centre of the empire 
but attached to their foU as ground lu which tJicir dcitit‘S, as 
well ns nneefton luul lived, few of tlieir pnncca had been am- 
bitious of mcrcafing their territory Jvfing as wo bore feen, 
was Rnjoh of Abou* and JclFwont Sing of Joudpore Both 
\ had

had ferved in the revolution of Aurengzebe m 167^, but we 
do not find m the cotemporary accounts of that period, any 
mention of the Rajah of Chitore, although the firft of the 
iliiee in ancientry and refpect, and ftyled the Ranah, or lord 
of the Ra]ahs 

Jjfing died at Brampore, foon aftei the pretended levolt 
of Sultan hlauzum, and feems to have been poifoued by the 
piocuiement of Aurengzebe, his fon Ram Sing was at that 
time fen ing v ith a body of Rajpoots in attendance at Delhi, 
and admitted the capitation tax in his country Auiengzebe 
then propofed it, but with an alternative, and by an ambaf- 
fador, to the Ranah, “ 'That he fliould no longer ftrike com 
“ with his own name, but wnth Auiengzebe’s , that kine might 
« be killed in his territory , that the pagodas fliould be de- 
“ mohflied, or converted into mofques , that juftice fliould be 
“ admmiftered according to the Alcoran , and that if thefe 
“ terms a\ ere refufed, his whole people fliould be fubjedi to, 
‘‘ the general capitation of the Hmdoos ” 

Tlie Ranah i emonflrated to gam time, which Aurengzebe 
likewife wanted, until hrs military preparations were ready, 
having two wars of equal difficulty to wage , and Avlulft wait- 
ing, came the option of a third The Rajah Jeflwont Smg 
died m the beginning of the yeai 1678, leaving a high 
fpiuted widow, and two fons, not yet aimed at man’s efiate 
Aurengzebe, to get them into his pow'ei, invited them to 
Delhi , they came even to the fubuibs , but receiving fome 
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fufpiciOD fct off haftily on therr rctura tlic fame night, and 
TTcro purfdcd by fire thoufaod liorfc, uhom tivo hondrcd 
and fifty dcrotcd llajpooti floppdl at a pa ft, until the efcape 
of the pnncca iras fccnrwl 

On this, Aurcngicbc colled up Ins fons 'Vam and Echnr 
from Uieir goveroments of Bengal and MuUnn but Tnlhout 
Tmtuig for their junction took the field lumfclf in OtRolicr 
1678 mill hrt two nnnics the orre under lus own conduft 
ngainfl. Llutore and Joudpore the other of Sultan Mnuxum 
ogniuft Semgu Both held the fume rout ns far as the pro- 
■nnee of Mnlvn on their npprondi the Ttnnah and the widow 
called on oil the Hindoo powen for afliflaucc 

Sultan Itlaumin amecd at Bmmporc in the beginning of 
January 1679 and adronced to Aurcngnliad wlierc he fixed 
hu court The ftn<5l ferenty of Soragis chnrncftcr which 
pcnnittcd no rrlaxation either to himfdf or others from {he 
occupations of war and government had long grown irkfomc 
lo tho hcadllroDg hccntioufncfs of his fon Sflmbagi w)h> 
wliat few laid crer done, contrived hts fdu-mr and corrcfjion 
ddnee without incurring the fufpicion of Ini fothcr nnd went 
off wnth two ihoufand horfo from Rairrc to Aurcngaliod 
where he was expetfted and rcectml by Sultan Mauxuin with 
(lie utmoft complacence* 

At tha time tho Pitan BuHal Limn rainiflcrond gcncml 
of Viziaporc who bad nnaffmated bis prcdcccfTor in tlml 
Ration Cowis Cawn theSiddre, was bindclf nnuflinated nnd 
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Serji Kl^an, impoilant by bis domains, had acquired the 
principal influence in the flate As new ininifters raiely 
adopt the fyfteins of thofe they fucceed, Sei^i Khan yielded 
to the requifitioiis of Sultan IMauzum, demanding the aflift- 
ance of Viziapore againfl Seiagi, to which the defedlion of his 
fon Sambagi n as no little encouragement Sevagi faw and 
met the ftorm Mith his'^ufual intiepidity, and fi^ed himfelf 
with the beft of his force in Panncla, his neareft fiontier to 
Viziap6ie, and the fouthern parts of the Mogul Country 
Tins alacniy, with the appioach of the lains, flopped the 
confederates from taking the field, until they had mcreafed 
their preparations Nor had the danger deterred or diverted 
Sevagi fiom other exeitions , for, on his fon's defedlion, a body 
of Ins tioops fiom Ranee appeared and mvaged within fight 
of Surat, and his preparations at fea ucie continued wnth 
unabated endeavour and expence 

It was now fe\ en } ears that lie had been mcreafiug his fleet 
to become a match foi the Siddees, of any other force a^ainft 
which he might be compelled, or choofe to contend None 
of his harbours admitted fliips of a gieat fizc, fuch as were 
ufed at Surat, or by the Europeans The traffic fiom port to 
poit of the malabai and northern codfls, as well of the Concan, 
now his own, had fiom time immemonal been of great 
amount, but carried on in velTels of fliallow burthen, capable 
of taking clofc refuge under ever}' flielter of the land. The 
\cflels for fight, undei the various denominations of pirates, 

which 
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iKCT tIucIi oIwuyB mfeflcd thcfe coafls, •n'cro adopted to (he 
confiniftions of the chafe tbej ttcto to follov and tndled to 
'679 the fopenontpof number ognrafl fliipa of burthen za the open 
fea. Scragi did not chnngo tlu* fjftcm m lua otto manne, 
and bj this time had coUcified a fleet of twenty two-raall 
grabs and forty galhvats. 

Hic protc^on which the Siddecs bod gircn to Gingcrah 
agnmfl the repented attacks of Scvagi as wcH os their fre- 
quent Biinoyanccs of his country^ had been fo much facUi 
tated by their refort to Bombay tliat Seragi at length 
determined to compel tbo Englifli goremment to a ftndter 
ncntmlity by reprifals on their o\rn port. About fix miles 
below the point of TuH he two rocky tflands, the one called 
Kcnoiy two mflea and a half from ihc mam the oUicr 
Hnndry at tlio diftnncc of I 200 yards. Kcnary which is 
the latgcft of tho two ts only a mile and a half long and 
half a mile in breadth. Is either had ever been inhabited 
and both were corcred nth wood which fomotirae* fupplicd 
Bombay with fuel nor had thc 3 been deemed of any other 
utility although no vcficl covild enter or come out of Ukj har 
bour winch might not bo difccmed from them In the day 
and a light boufo on licnary would bare nfeertamed the 
nangatlon in tlic night. ' 

Scvagi^ whom no adrantage cfcapcd ordered preparations 
danng the ftormy feafon and nt tlic end of Augufi, as foon 
as It began to abate three hundred Ibldicrs and ns ronny

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labourers, with arms and matenals, paffed from the main sect. 
into the ifland of Kenarj, and immediately began to raife 
breaft works at the landing places Bombay, when too late, ^

faw the confequences, and recollected a pretenlion to both 
the iflands by the ceffion of Poi tugal , which, the Portuguefe 
at Balfem, equally alarmed, denied, and alTeited an ancient 
light of then own, having formerly attempted to fettle on 
Kenary, but finding the water came up fait m the wells they 
dug, defifted Bomba}’- at this time had no gallivats, which 
aie Teffels conftiuCted for fwift failing and therefore fitted 
three fliibai's 01 trading boats, which they aimed with forty 
Europeans of the ganifon, who were ordeied to prevent the 
landing of any veflels from Scvagi’s flioie, and to fummon his 
officer on the ifland to letire with his people, who anfwered 
that he fliould nevei quit his llation until recalled by his 
ina-fter After cruifing ten days about the iflands, hard 
weatliei diove the fliibai-s back to Bombay, fiom whence 
they pioceeded again to the ifland, reinforced by the Revenge,, 
a frigate of fifteen guns. The next day, winch was the 19th 
of Septembei, aLieutenant, 111 afitof drunkennefs, landed u itli 
the men of his fliibar, was killed u ith fix other Europeans, 

. the, left made pnfoners, and the fliibar hauled up on the 
fliore, all befoie any affiftance could be given by the other 
1 eflels, working againft the mud and tide , u hicli the enemy’s 
boats by then conftiuCtion and oars weie much bettei enabled 
to furmount- and for feveral nights ibllowing pafled to and

m gold and Clver alone- The Siddee was equally anxious for

In the mean time Aureng/ebe n as cai i ymg on the wai 
agamft theRanah of Chitoie, and the Rajah of Main ar, who 
on the appioach of his anny at the end of the preceding 3 eai, 

1678, had abandoned the acceffible country, and drew then 
herds and inhabitants into the valhes, n ithin the mountains , 
the aim}" adianced amongft the defiles with incredible laliour, 
and nith fo little intelligence, that the divifion which moved 
with Aurengzebe Inmfclf, nas unexpcdtedl}" flopped by mfu- 
perable defences and precipices m front , wlnlft the Rajpoots 
m one night clofcd the ftreights m Ins leai, by felling the over- 
hanging trees , and from their ftations above, prevented all 
endeavours of the trooiis eithei within 01 without, from le- 
moving the obftacle Udepern the favorite and Cncaflian 
wife ot Aurengzebe accompanied him m this arduous war, 
and with her letmue and efcoit was enclofed m anothei part 
of the mountains , her condudtors, dieadnig to expofe her per- 
-fon to danger or puhlic view, furrepdered She was earned 
To the Rauah, who received her witli, homage, and every 
attention Meanwhile the empeior hiinfelf might have 
penflied by famme, of which the Ranah let him fee the 
nfque, by a confinement of two days , when he ordered his 
Rajpoots to -withdraw from their flations, and fuffer the way 

to; 
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srcT to bo cleared. As foon as Aurcngzcbc wus out of danger the 
Ranah font back bu mfe, nccompanjcd bj a chofcn efcort 
J679 u-ho onij requcficd m rctoni (hat bo would rcfram from 
dcftroyuig the fatred ammols of thcar religion which might 
flill belcflin thephum but \urcng*cbc who believed m no 
K-irtuo but fcif mtcrefl, imputed the gcncrofity and forbcanuice 
■of Ibo RanoTi lo thq fear of future Tcngcance and coulmued 
the war Soon after he was again well nigh cnclolod in the 
mountains This fccond erponence of difficulbes bejoud his 
•age and conftitutioD and the amval of hu fons, Amm and 
Acbor detennmed him not to cipofc himfelf onj longer in. 
the field but to leave its opcrotioni to their conduct fuper 
mtended bj his own inflrufihom from Arour to which city 
ho retired with the boufdiolds of hu fanulj the officers of Ins 
coart, and his body-^ard of 4 000 men dividing the army 
between his two foos, who each had broaght a conGdcroblo 
body of troops from their refpctftivo governments. They con- 
tmued the war each in n diflcrent part of the country end 
nciOier at the end of the year had forced the uUmmto pulses 
of llio moonloms. 

The confedemtes in \^iiioporc ofter Scvngis retrtnt at 
tadked fomc of the towns m this coontiy whicli bo had for 
H. 5S. mcrlyTcduccd Amongft others, they facked Huttnny a very 
confiderablc mart and Dellme Khan propofnl to fdl the 
inhabitants, who were Hindoos, for flares but 8031 Khan the 
gcucml of Mcaporc wilhcd to prcTcrrc them w recovered 
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fubjcdb, and Sambagi dill moic facredlv, as being of his own sect 
religion, but the two niahonicdans agiecd, and Sambagi in 
dcteftation of co-operating any longer with fuch allies, went l679- 
off with his tioops, which weic 400 lioifo, and 1,000 foot, to 
his father’s foitof Panncla, who oideied Ins adiniflion, and 
went to meet him at the end of theycai, Avhen they w ere 
reconciled , and Scvagi, lca^ ing him m the command of 
Pannela, returned to Ranee. Morah Pundit dill continued 
towards Sural, lint refrained fiom any drenuous exertion, led 
bis adldance diould be required by the future opeiations of 
Scvagi.. 

The Siddcc continued his daily battery againd Kenary, jggOi, 
until the 9th of January, w'hen, w ithout intimating his defiga 
to the Englifli captains,, he anchored Ins deet at Hundry, the 
other ifland, on which he landed men and cannon, and de- 
clared his intention of fortifying it, as a check on Kenaiy 
Four days after Dow let Caun came out, with all Ins veflels, 
from the n\ er of Negotan, and a general engagement enfued 
wnth little damage, for it was over before tlie Englidi could 
take any diare in it Dow let Caun then brought guns to a, 
nfing ground on the mam land oppofite Hundiy,, againd

Ills palace at Rairee, and if it had been pubhflied would not 
have been believed, fince he had moie than once fent abroad 
repoits of Ins death, at the veiy tune he Avas fettmg out on 
fome fignal exeurfion , and at tins A'ery tune his aim}' towards 
'Surat, Avhich he probably intended to have joined, Avere 
afting Avith fnch lav'age and hoftiht^ up to the walls, that the 
city imagined Sevagi himfelf was commanding in perfon , and 
expcdled an aflault with fo much terror, that the EngliRi 
prefidcncy fent off the treafure of then fadloiy aciofs the 
riA er, to the marine of Svvally, where lay fome of their fliips , 
and the governor of the town redeemed his feais by a laige

The name of his family was Bonfolo which claiming their 
defeent from ancient princes of the Rajpoot nation were 
esctnpted (we fuppofo m convenience to military exertions) 
from fomc of tlic {ImRer obfcrvonccs of the general religion 
from trbich novcrtlielcfs he never deviated for the fahe of 
indulgences, and ofTctRcd tlio deepeft revcnmcc to his bra 
mins, undertaking no expedition without llicir aufpiccs and 
was 03 puni5iual in hu private dcrotioiis, ns nlRduous m the 
ceremonies of public worflnp it fhould icem from comae 
lion but whether fo or no his pro£licc gained the public 
refpe^ and as iic delighted in every ocenfion of throwing 
defiance agamft Aurcngicbc he frcxiucotly ftyJcd lutnfclf m 
Ills corrafpondcacc and mamfeftea the champion of the 
Hindoo gods againft the fongumary violator of their temples 
whicl) with bu own example fliorpened the antipathy of 
hw troop* agamft the Moguls, whom they deemed it rchgious 
retaliation to deftroy 

His pnvatc life was fimple, even to parfunony his tnannen

Whole diHn<3a were m fiaracs before thar approach 
was known as a terror to others to redeem the ravage, Kor 
were they fo wanton in bloodflied as reported by affnght 
bnt gave no qimrtcr to refiftnnee or interruption in the towns 
they only fought the wealthy lulinbitnnts to carry them off for 
future ranfoni Such was their war of plunder In regular 
campaigns m which fortrefle* were to be reduced they muti 
have moved with the ufual mcumbmnccs but Scvngi feenu 
to have befieged none at an inconvenient diRoncc from 
others of which be was m poffcnion excepting when he in- 
vaded the Carnatic of winch we hove acquired no circum 
ftanctA 

We ore not appnfed m what manner he latuficd and paid 
his foldicry and their officers but behevo with portions of (lie 
cumbrous plunder grain land honour privileges exemp- 
tions and very little ready money for the continual influx of 
trcafurc from hU predatory cicurfioos mi fed the fame of the 
cnvta of Roirceto a proverbial lymbol of coflcra wcaltli as a 
rcpofitoiy from which notlung returned NcrcrthcleCi nothing 
ncccflary to the fucccG of bis operatioiu was {hated, and •bat 
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capture did not furnifli w as procCired by purcliafe. He fpared sect. 
no coft to obtain intelligence of all the motions and intentions ^ 
of Ins enemy, and even of minuter impoit, foi Ins detach- 1680. 
ments always knew the opulent houfes of the toums they 
attacked, and often the very cell in which the tieafure they 
tought vas bulled, he rvas ftill moie piofiifc in corrupting the 
generals with u horn he contended , the Mogul’s governoi's of 
Surat, his Subahs in the Decan, and even Sultan Mauzum 
Ins fon, and the heir of Ins empire, had more than once ao 
cepted the gold of connn ance from Sevagi 

Tlie fame principles of frugality and c\pcnfc were obferved 
m the municipal difbuifemcnts of Ins government foi fuperior 
lumfclf to magnificence, none of his officers were led'to evpedb 
more than compctcuce , but nothing Avas fpared Avhich might 
contnbute to the internal defence of Ins country. Regular 
fortifications, well armed and garrifoned, barred the opener 
approaches, evciy pafs uas commanded by forts, and, in the 
clofer defiles, everj fteep and overhanging rock was occupied 
as a flation to roll doAm great maffes of ftone, Avhich made 
then Avay to the bottom, and became the moft efibdlual 
annoyance to the labouring march of cavahy, elephants, 
and carriages It is faid that he left three hundred and fifty 
of thefe pofts in the Concaii alone 

Sevagi poflefled all the qualities of command every influ- 
ence, howfoevei latent, A\as combined m Ins fchemes, which 
geneially comprehended the option of more than one fuccefs,

traverfed os much ground os he at the head of anmes, IIo 
met every emergency of peril, howfoovef fndden and citremr 
•mth inflont difeemment, and nnibaVen fortitude the nbleft 
of his officers ^icqaifefccd to the emment fupenonty of his 
genius and tlic booil of the foldicr vras to have feeo Scragi 
charging fvrord in hand 1 

Thus rrcfpci 9 cd i ns the gunrdmn of the nation he Imd 
formed ho moved crciy irherc amongft them mth uofufplcious 
fecuntj and often alcmo VhilR his wiles tvero the continual 
terror bf the pnncea with whom ho 'wns at enmity even in the 
midft of their dtadifls and ‘armies. ’\M>cnToc\ cr wo fliall ob- 
tain n biftory of hw life, written In his own country ho will 
doubtlcfs nppear to have pofTcflcd tho luglicft rcfuurtrcs of

Tins' Rate compnfed, on the -wcftein fide of India, all the n 64 
coaR ith the back countiy of the hills from the river j\Iirzcou 
to Veifal, cveeptmg thofmall tciritoiy'of Goa to the foutli, 
Bombay, Salcettc, and the Portuguefc country between 
Baflem and Daman to the north Along; the othei fide of 
the ndge, all, as far as the mountains continued to the weR- 
"ward, hkewifc belonged to Seragi The vhole, at a general ” 65 
amount, may be cftccmcd four bundled miles m length, and 
one bundled and twenty m breadth at the diRance of three 
hundred miles from this dominion, he was m pofleflion, 
tow'ards the eaReril fca, of half the Carnatic, which alone 
equalled moRofthe Bajalifliips of India, all acquired by his 
ow n abilities from an origin of little note , and left at his 
deceafe a permanent fovereignty, eRabliflied on communion 
of manneis, cuftoms, obfervances, language, and religion, 
united in common defence agamR the tyranny of foreign 
conqueiors, from whom they had rccoieied the land of their ' 
owm inhentance 

SAMBAGI was at Pannela -when his father died, his 
younger brother Ram Rajah at Rairee, w'honi Anagi Pundit 
the fecond minifier, and rival of Morah Pundit the firR,

l^BO ported in the prefta^nco of Sambnji bjr the grcatefl jMirt of 
the foldicrr who had been the companions of Ins \’nlour nnd 
afUnty m the field which put -an end to Aungi Pundits 
inlnguc, and he went with hlorah Pnndit to pay houiQ^ 
to Sanibagi at Pannela, who immediately confined him 
m irons, and came to Rairce, efcorted by 5 000 horfe m the 
beginning of July where he met his brother with kmdnefs 
nndurdcrrd the general rendoxrousof the army 
The Siddee liaruig fccurcd the continuance of hii own works 
on the iflnnd Ilundry defifled from further attack on Scvagi » 
at Kenary and font a part of his foldicry with fomc of the 
finaller veiTcU to harbour at ifazagong and with the larger 
cruifcd about Dnnda Uajnporc* At thu time the government 
of Surat, by the cfpecial order of Aurengtebe incrcafed Uie 
duties of all the European imports from two to thrccHond-Q 
half per cent, whicli was intended to c<|ual their rates to tho 
poll tax cfiabhflicd on all hts fubjcifls, not Itfaltoracduns in 
the empire This aggncrancc cncourogcil Uic infokncc of 
the Siddee g people nt Bombay They executed their own 
jufitcc on the inhabitants, and again brou£i(ljt fomc of the 
people they liad taken on SemgTs fljorcs to fell ns flares m tlio 
ifland bnt the council rclcnfed all they got notice of ahJch 
were twenty-one perions, men, women nnd chddren, who, 
when produced were nearly reduced to dcatli by hunger

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T’hjs liappcncd on tlic iJStli of Apul on the 4tli of May fomc 
of tlicir pcoj)le -were can > mg contiaband goods, which the 
guaids of the cuftom-lioiifc ftepped at Mazagong, and a fiay 
enfued, in winch fevcral on lioth fidcs were w ounded Tiie 
iievt day Siddcc Coflmi himfclf came into the haibour with 
the mam body ol his fleet, and anchored olF the fort ivithout 
compliment oi ■warning, on which guns iverc filed on Ins 
fliips, which forced them to a farther diflance, and produced

a difcuflion, •which at length terminated by the Siddee’s con- 
fent to refrain from the invafion of the corlahs, conformably 
to the engagements latcl}' made by the council with Sevagi , 
but then continuing m the haibour gave fo much umbrage 
to Sambagi, that he fent dovn troops to the'flioic, ivho fet to 
work m preparing means to bura their fleet, but continually 
deferred the attempt 

On the firft of Auguft tivo hundred of tlieir men in boats, 
and a daik night, landed on the ifland of Kenary, and got 
witlun the works before they were difcovered, but the Siddee’s 
men gathered with refolution, and eithci took or killed the 
greateft part Eighty heads were brought in baflicts to 
Mazagong, where Sid dee Coflim prepared to fi\ them along 
the fliore on poles, but was interdnSted by the council The 
ill fuccefs and intended mfult increafed the refentment of 
Sambagi he fent moie troops to the corlahs, and threatened 
the invafion of Bombay, which icmfoiced itsout-pofts towards 
Galhan, at length he demanded to Confer with an ambaffador,

1681 of the Siddees, bot l^cd, gpoph qnd cpidd anchor in 

pinch flioalcr water of w^ch ndi’antogei DoT’Ict Caun 
avmlcd himfclf and rcflni^cd his^op^smtiops to obfcrration, 
which deterred the Siddco from attempting to piTogc any part 
of the ooafl, fo tliat after vanous chafes, and accidental flghU 
betwpen tho finaller TcffcJs, the fcafbn clofcd without any of 
conf«|uence and the jSiddco rclumed to Bombay towards 
the end of Apnl froqn wbenco lio fad«l for Sumt on the 3d 
of May leaving fire hundred men on hii iflaod of Hundiy 
and fix gatbmti with three hundred men at Afiuagong 

Me left Anrengxebe in tho beginniog of tlic year 1680 at 
Amur dircifbng Ujc war ogainft the Ibypools, canned on I^y 
two dificrent armies under the command of hb fons Axim and 
Acbor Soon after if we can arrange nnght, tlvc army of 
Arun took tho raft and pnned aty of Clutoro by furpnfe It 

had 
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liad been lakcn about a ccnturj before by tlic emperor Acbar, 
who defaced or demolilhccL all the edifices of leligion and ic- 
galit 3 % ulucli m the fucccfiion of one tlioufand yeai’s had 
delated its reputation aboic all tlieweftem cities of Indoftan 
On this dif.iftcr, the Ran.ih then icigniug icinoicd his refi- 
dcncc and the feat of goiciniUcnt to Oudlporc, wheie it had 
continued ever fince Chitoie, ncverthclefs, did not then lofe 
all its inhabitants, and the number had been incieafmg until 
this fecoud cxpulfion, but was nCthing near fo gieat as when 
taken by Acbar, Aureng^ebe deftroyed all the objc6ls of 
Hindoo Morfliip, and eicr) duelling which had fincc been 
either raifed or rcftoied The capture, nevei thelefs, did not 
forward the ledudion of the Rauah , foi the farther moun- 
tains, -which emironcd Ins lefidence atOudipoie were infupcr- 
able, and the prophanation of Chiloie, mcieafcd the defpe- 
rate defence of the Rajpoots of both piincipalitics 

All the fons of Aureng/^ebe were biaie, but Sultan Mauzum 
had acquiied the love of the foldiciy by his generofity and 
humanitj’^ , who perceived little of thefe vii tues either in his 
father or brothers, whofe jealoufy this preference laifed, 
which Sultan Mauzum knew, and when fent into the Decan, 
foiefa-w that any fignal fuccefs obtained undei his immediate 
■command m the field, would aggravate their latent avei-fions , 
and on the other hand that the failure would be imputed to his 
nnfcondudl alone In this dilemma, he chofe the middlb mode 
of afimg as the -vicegerent of the emperor in the general fupei-

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»ECT intendency of the pronnee but kft tbo commend of tlu? 
army to Delhino Khan irho charged to nratch oil Ins 
proceedings IvevcrtbcIeiVt, the fultanj Axsm and Aebar cir. 
nggemted the incfficncy^ of the war ngmnfl Semgi from winch 
Anrengtebe rcceiTcd fome conlblntion as palliating the failure 
of his own ngmnfl; the Rajpoots bnt ordered Sultan hlanxum to 
pcrlercrc with more aifliv ity Soon ofler happened the dcatli 
of Scragi, when AorengBebe, not cipctShng the fame oppofibon 
ftom his fucceflbr, recalled Sultan Maumm and Ddhiro Khan 
with the army whicli had accotupamed them into the Decan 
and they adranced to Chitorc fo that the wliolo force of the 
empire which could with prudence be coDcifled to one defh 
rmbon, iras now employed agamfl the two Rajpoot Rajahs^ 
under the command of the three flms of the emperor and bca 
own infpcifliaD 

«.€6 Achar wtis rctllcfi, turbulent arrogant, and inifclncrous 
hating his brothers Maotuin and Anm as hu elders hw 
father flill more, for not prefemng his own to Uicir belter pre- 
tcnfiom to Im favour IIis army was employed ngainfl Joud 
pore and lay nearer tlian tlic other two to Atmir where- 
Aurengtebe had referred for h« guard only 4 000, but of lus 
befl troops The widow of Joadpore, appnfcd of tlic elm- 
rafter of Aebar proflered the aflUlancc of 50,000 Rajpoots, to 
fmro the cnipcror and proclaim lumfclf The oHcr was 
accepted nod tlie widow lalfcd a belief that flic wai oGcmhIlog 
the Jian of her country to oflift the Rnnah with the furplus of

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her OAvn defence. The negotiation was kept concealed until sect. 
Aebar communicated it to liis aftrologer, foi the choice of a 
lucky da}’ The aftrologer apprifed Sultan Mauzum , who 1681. 
lias peiplexcd, ulietherit might not be a contiivance of his 
fathci, to try his fidelity, or fliould the rCi olt be intended, 
and yet not take effedt, left he ftiould be fufpedted of ill mil 
to his brother, he however font the intelligence , to which 
Auiengzebe gave no cicdit, until he received it likcwifc from 
the afti ologcr No time u as to be loft, for the Rajpoots had 
joined , and to gam a day, Aureugzebe wrote an exhortation 
of filial piety to Aebar, which was anfwcred by an invedtivc 
of defiance The armies of Sultan IMauzum and Azim were 
advancing haftily to his aid, but Aebar w'as two days nearer, 
and within one of Azmii , thib day was the 1 Itli of Janiiaiy n 6j, 

3 6S1 Aurengzebe bnbed the aftrologer to profcribc it, and 
contii\ed a letter to bo intercepted by the commander of the 
Rajpoots, exhorting Aebar to perfeverc m the plan of expofing 
them in front, and of falling upon their real, during the 
intended attack of Aurengzebe’s camp Tlie adiice coriei^ 
ponded with the refolve of the laft council of war, of 
which Aurengzebe had acquired intelligence, “ That the 
“ Rajpoots fliould commence the alTault, and Aebar fupport 
“ them with the Mogul troops” This concurrence, with the 
remembrance of the formei collufion betw'een Auiengzebe 
and his fon Sultan Mauzum in the Decan, to inveigle Sevagi, 
ftamped mvmcible fufpicion, and the fame night the Rajpoots 

marched

But Acbar 
only accepted the fcrvicc of five huiidied Rajpoots, and the 
pioteiTion of the flate to Ins children and falinly, whom he 
left at Joud pore, and depaited to the country adjoining t6 
the pcntnfula of Guzciat, A\hich is hkcuife poircficd by 
Rajpoots undci fe\eral petty Rajahs, but in llrong fituations 
Sultan ]\Iau7iim nas ordcicd to follow Acbar, and not to 
quit thepurfuit, until he had taken him , which, knowing his 
own eftimation, and the duplicity of Ins fathci, he deemed a 
dangerous commiflion fince, if Acbai fliould fall in action, Ins 
death might be imputed to the earncllnefs of rcmo\ing a iival 
lie ventured to explain the dilemma, ivhich Aurengzebe 
atfedled not to take amifs, and indemnified the confequcnce ; 
Acbai was foon after fuiTounded in a fituation, capable of 
extreme defence, but from which, if properly watched, he 
could notefcape, fo that famine feemed the umpne, agaiqft 
which Acbar was likewife provided Mau^um, to fave time, 
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*ect oiTcrtfd him full pardon and rdloration to tho favour of Uieir 
lather from vhom ho had received the filrcr chains, vntli 
1081 which Aebar wb» to be fettered vrho pretended that the 
RnjpooU would prercot hi> efcape, until he had difcliai^cd 
the arrears of their pay Tho Rory fays, that Sultau l^Iausuni 
font bun 40 OOO gold mohura which if true, proves the high 
honour of the Rajpoots fincc tho obnous nfo of the mono/ 
was to hare fent it to thcui, if they could hose been bribed to 
betray their ward They fccondcd Aebar in a pufli through 
Maurums circunivahatjou, which feenu to hare been pur 
pofely ncglcdicd and cfcapcd nth him to the Coolies on the 
nver llihie, which difcmbognci at Cambay from whence lie 
fent forward the rccommcodations of tlie Rnnnh, and Joud 
pore to Sombegi who immediately innted him luto lui 
country on which Aebar traveOing w bilft the army of Bahadur 
Khan was retired into winter quarten, amred on the iR of 
June at Pawico Gur a fort and town at the foot of the Geutr 
a journey from the thore oppofile to Bombay Il» 
retinue was four hundred Rajpoots mounted a few well 
armed on foot and tro hondred tmd fifty enmcJi canyiog 
ha baggage, women and trcafurcs. 

Sambagi was then at Panncla hut ha pnaapal officers at 
Raircc came down and prefented one thoufaud gold roohurs 
as a tcflimony of his homage whidi Aebar difiributed 
nmongR lus Rajpoots, None fat m his prefence, as Sambagi 
had declared he lumfclf never fliould The whole countiy 

floched 
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Rocked Jii to pay him obcifancc, as if lie liad been tlie Mogul , 
all the provifions of lus men and animals ivere daily fupphed 
m abundance and ^v^thout coft , and Mlulft waiting the vifit 
of Sanibagi he was contmiiall3'’ joined by paities of cavalrj', 
•whom he enliRcd, and at the end ofAugufthad fivethoufand 
in his onn pay Whilft others admned -why Sainbagi did 
not come, Acbar knew the caufc of his continuance at 
Pannela 

The nnnifier Anagi Pundit, although impiifoned, continued 
to lead the fadtion uhich had endeavoured to gne the fuc- 
ceffion to Ramrajah, and i\as abetted by his mother On 
Aebar’s amval m tlie Concan, they tendered him the fove- 
reignt}’^ of all Sevagi’s dominions, refervmg a provifion for 
Ramrajah, provided Acbar uould declare againll Sambagi, 
of whom the}' undertook to get rid Accordingly his meal 
was poifoned, but difcovered to him by an infant, and proved 
on a dog Soon after Sambagi received mtelbgence from 
Acbar of the overtures which had lieen made to luni by the 
confpirators, on winch he put to death Auagi Pundit, Harji 
Pharfaug, and five othei-s* they were trampled by elephants, 
twenty more av aited the fame fate Ramrajah was fent to 
refide in one of the forts of the Carnatic with a decent appa- 
nage, but without any power in the government Some time 
after his mothei died, it is fuppofed, by the piocurement of 
Sambagi, who m September came to Pavlee Gur ^andpaid 
his perfonal homage, -n ith gi cat refpecfl:, to Acbar, whom he 
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BiicT then condiifled to Rabre, ginng out that he intended to 
accompany 1dm mth 30 OOO liorfc to Bramporc, and there 
proclaim him cmjicrorof the Moguls But the booft ims 
fcaTccly made txfor6 it» oiccutum became impradicable. 

The elbape of \cbar to Smubagi opproflbd Aurcugapbo 
■vnth hi much anxiety ns formerly tho phantom of his brother 
Sajoh amongft the Pitens and the confeqneacc* of tlicrr oBl 
ance became a nearer care than the continuance of the war 
agninft tho Uajpooti, whofo gallant nfirrity precluded any 
fjKcdy dcafion of the fwtrrd but the dignity of the throno 
forbad any ovcrtnrcB of pence to a jpcfiihinctj which had even 
attempted the dcpoftil if not the life of the monarcli A 
Bnjpoot officer who bad lotig ferved with diftunaion under 
Deliure Iihan folvcd tho difficulty ho quitted the army on 
tho pretence of retiring with what ho lind acquired, to paf» 
tho remainder of Eis hfo in his own country and vifitcd the 
Ilannli as from courtefy, on hi> journey the conrcriirtJon 
turned on the war, which the Rajpoot perbnp* really la 
iiicntcd cud |»crfuadcd tlio RnnOh, that although Aprengxebe 
would fiercr condcfccnd to make he might accept orertunes 
of pence on tnhich ho was ctripowered hy the Rannh to ten 
dcr tlicim Tho mins having itdppcd immediate opcmtions 
m the Decan Aurengicbo to avoid tho oppearnneo of eager 
Dels or ncceffity prolraflcd tbt negotiation until tho army 
could tooTC and tlicn conclndcd the treaty without anertion 
or rclenfc of the capitation tax but with the furmidcrof the

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diftrids of IMcirdah, •^^hlcll had been taken from Chitorc bj 
Shah Jchan the hate of Joudpoie was hlve^\ ife included in the 
Ranah'b, oi had a fepaiatc treaty In the montli ol Septem- 
bci Aurcngzcbe began to move fiom Azniii, and fent fonvard 
the tiro armies commanded by his fons the Sultans Mauziim 
and Azini the three armies ai rived at their intended flations 
nearly at the fame timej in the middle of November, Sultan 
Azim’s at Ahinednagui, jMauzum’s at Aurengabad, and 
Aurengzebe hunfelf at Brampore, from whence he fent orders 
to hire more fliips at Surat, which were to reinforce his on n 
and the Siddec’s fleet adlimi: ao-ainft. the fleet and fliores of 
Sauibagi, whilft the annies fliould attack his mountains 

In the mean time the Siddce’s galhi ats at Hundry, in the 
various intervals of fair weather during the raonfoon, attacked 
the boats ot Bombay going to thcCorlahs, and iverc pnniflied 
by their commander for what they had not been able to take 
The council of Bombaj^ to avoid the neceffity of revenging 
diefe infults on the men at Mazagong, leferrcd their com- 
plaints to Surat Tn ent^’-two of Sambagi’s gallu ats were flicl- 
teied in tlie iiver Negotan, and in the middle ot July came 
down four thoufand men from Raircc, who, after naiting a 
month for fair weather, failed over to Hundij , but acre 
beaten off with lofr, after a fight of four hours The; Siddce’^ 
gallivats at Bombay, dlated with this fuccefs, failed oi ei to 
the Corkihb, and brought an ay foiue of the principal inhabi- 
tants, who had puichafed their protedlion ]>y an annual tn- 
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bate etjaal to trhat they paid the goremmont of Rmrec and 
although ferend o( them as writ as the Siddecs, trcrc Rtoho- 
ruedan% they Tvere earned to llundry and bcatdn uaracra 
fully until they deputed one to fetch a ranfom of eighteen 
tbouCind rupees As thii injury ongmated m Bombay where 
Tome of the Siddeta^ befidcs their occafional rcfidcncc, liacj 
purchaiM houfes and cftabhfhed their fauulies,' Sambagi » 
phoufdar or governor on the mam* remonftmlcd to the conn 
cd whofe cxpofhdatjonj irtth the Siddcca nrmled Co httlc, 
that a few days after they broaght a large Tcflel which they 
had taken m the Corlaiu, m open day closo under the fort 
from whence it vaj immediately refened by the boats on 
guard 

In the mean Siddtc ColTlm* to oppotc the coraplainU of 
the prcildcncy^nt Suraf, inftigatcd the crem of his flnps m 
the nver to demand jidlice,' although fixteca months bad 
paflhd for the value of the brent) -one miferablc pnlbncrs 
whlch‘'thc counal of Bombay bad obliged them to furrender 
and the governor cnconlaged them to befet the EngliHi Cic 
tory which took up arras, and pointed four fiijld pieces at the 
gate which was kept fliut for two day* when the confuJion 
was drihpntcd by tlic gorcrnoi's order who received a prefent 
for this interference of his anthority to quell the danger he 
had abetted the fame influence procured his injun^iion to 
the Siddrt s people at Bombay to refrain from farther of 
ftnee#, and they coot m nod quiet until the end of Oilobcr

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•Kslieii Siddcc Coffim appeared off the haibom, but with little srcT 
incre.ife of his former force, foi tlie Mogul’s orders to ai m more 
fliips had not }et arrived at Surat, but his appioach to the 1681 
Decau iias known, and laifed the mfolence of all his officei's 
'll itli whom the Enghfli had an}' concern Accordingly the 
Siddec, vhen preffed by the council of Bomba}" to refrain from 
depredations on the Corlahs, oi hoftihties iMtlnn the haiboui, 
denied that ho had leceived any fuch orders at Suiat, and 
cruized daily, within and ii itliout, on all vcffels trading to any 
part of Sanibagi’s countiy, and even detained one belonging 
to Bombay which had bought his oivn pafs All this while he 
occupied the town of hlazagong, and e\ ery advantage of the 
port without controul , foi the concern of lading the com- 
pany’s tliips at Surat piecluded any effedlual oppofition to lus 
enormities, ivhieh weie mcreafed by the forbearance 

On the 7th of December he fent all Ins galhvats into the 
Corlahs, where they bunit the town of Abita, which had reco- 
vered fiom the like defolation m the year 1673 a few days 
after, the whole fleet ivent down to Chaul, and, palling the 
Portuguefe fort at the mouth of the river without oflehee, 
ravaged a large tra6t of the adjacent country, but were not 
able to aflault the town of Upper Chaul, belonging to Sambagi, 
nor was the town able to oppofe them in. the field On this 
provocation Sambagi, accompanied by Sultan Acbar,' came 
down from Rairee, with 20,000 men and a vail train of can- 
non, to Dunda Rajahpoie, m the begmning of. January, and, 1682..

thirty deep with Rone* and firngmenU of rock The idea wna 
great, and not lmpTa6facablc by the labour of JO 000 meo in 
a hundred day» and fo many of tlie fiur fcafon remained 
but tlie mound would not have withflood the heavy and out 
lagtom fcau of tho ftcemiy monfooiu 
The nnny which Sultan hlanium had led to Aurengabod 
m tho preceding November had joined the camp at Jenneah- 
gur from whence a general named lluflcjn Ally was fent with 
CO 000 horfe and IJ 000 foot, to rcdacc Sambagt* country 
toward* Solcettc and Bombay They forced the Gnats of 
Deeir after fooiG rcfifloncc, lc& than they cipetTed, and cn 
campctl at Galllan on Uvo 4tli of Tcbruaiy having to their 
own future detriment, deftmted all the cslenfivoaiid fair c«l 
tinition of Uio plain wlUun reach of their cicorllott*. 

Sombagi immediately returned with Sultan Aebar from 
Dunda Rajabporc to Roircc but left a conriderablc body of 
troops to continue the attack on Ctngciah, winch ho qnitted 
j himfelf 
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himfclf AMtli much dcfpitc agamft. the caufes of his difap- 
pomtment. He thfcatcucd the Englifli at Bombay uuth im- 
mediate iiuafioii if lhc 3 ^ continued to admit the Siddee’s 
fleet, and ^sained them of Ins intention tofoitify the ifland of 
Elephanta witliin four miles of the fort, with uhich it w6uld 
tlicn ha\c dnided the command of the harbour , he upbraid- 
ed the Poitugucfc at Chaul, foi futfeiing the defeent of the

SiddeGs into his tcnitor^" Mithin fight of their -walls, and 
demanded giound uiidei their guns to build a foit, -which 
Ihould contioul the landing in fli tine, and to excite more de- 
ference, oideied his fleet at Raiapore to take potTeflioit of the 
iflands of Anchidei a, intending fioni thence to enthrall the 
trade of (Joa, as well as to piotedthis own at Carwar 
The ftcep flioies of the iiver Penn oppofed the march of 
hoifc fioni Galliaii into the Coilahs , iievci thelcfs five thousand 
men were flationcd to defend the fords, and under their jiro- 
teclion a foit w as raifmg at the mouth of the river to prevent 
the entrance of the Siddce's galhvats. In the Corlahs and 
low country fiom Negotan to Chaul Avere 15,000 men,- and 
10,000 continued at Dunda Rajapore, in all 30,000 on this 
fide the Gauts, befides Ins fleet, w'hicli now amounted to one 
bundled and tiventy galhvats and fifteen grabs On the other 
side of the Gauts between Satarah and' the pafs of Pondah ivere 
flationed 20,000 hoife to oppofe Sultan Azim from Ahmed- 
nagui The tieafuncs of Sevagi fupphed this expence to 
the wc^lward^ and the Cainatic maintained itfelf. 
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«ICT The Siddee mth ha irhole fleet of smaller TeflblSjns veil as 
the ihips, continued watching Gingerah until the scafon began 
168£ to roughen and on the 12th of April came into tbo harbour 
of Bomhaj where the Enghfli prcCdencj of Surat, more 
afraid of the Mogul s difplcafuro than Sambogis, hod ordered 
their admittance. 

As fotra as thej had taken up their flations under the tfland 
moflofSamhagis gaJhraU, more than a hundred Iicgan td 
rendearoas from the fouthwnrd nt their intended winter quar 
ters in the jiTcrNcgotan, and under the dhvnd Kenary which 
ho* a baj fit for smaD craft. Danng the flatches of fair 
weather fcveml tVirmifhes pafled between thefe huflars of tbo 
sea, but the Siddee s gallirats bad the ndrantage of making 
pTucof trading boats, without rcfiClance, and of ravaging the 
defcncclclii parts of Sambagis fhores without tho harbour 
from whicli they brought away the inhabitants whofo noftt 
they cut offiD outrage on winch Sambagi prolubitcd nil pro- 
viflons from the Corlohs to Bombay and tbo Portuguefe, 
always glad of diftrcfllngtliejlland refufed any from their land* 
to the northward, and the fcaraty which enfued inciralal 
the pneo to threefold the usual mtci. 

The camp atDunda Ilajnporc, after the departareof Sam- 
bagi, defifted from tho mound but gathered boats and liariag 
dcmohfhcd the oppofilo fortifications of Gmgcrali, made the

goTcmment and Sambagi pTcfcrrcd the danger of rcfolhl to 
the diftionour of ncquicfcencc. 

The fleet which AurengrebB had ordered to be prepared at 
Surat was ready to foil m the begummg of Norember Dow- 
let Cann contmded under Sambagi in the poll of Admiral m 
chief to which he had been raifcd by Scragi, and ma at 
Ncgolnn with the mom dirifion of galhrats, when Siddco 
Alifcry was defeated he had formed mnous hut meffciftaal 
fcfacmca to bum the Siddee* fleet and now rccarcd pofitlro 
order* from Sambagi to invade Bombor at nil event*, before 
the arnval of the Mogul % on which tlic nnhlm of the ifland 
was raifed but the npprchcnfion was foon Tcmored by the

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anival of an binbaikdor from Sambagt, font expfefsly to 
infoim tliem that be had received certain intelligence fioni 
Bahadctr Khan, vhom he bad biibed, that Aiirengzebe in- 
tended to lake Bombay fiom the Engbfli by fiirprife, and 
aftenvards reduce Baflcin and Daman, belonging to the Por- 
tuguefc, that Sambagi, fcnfible of the great danger to winch 
Ins own countr}’^ would be e^pofed by the Mogul’s polTeffiori 
of tbefe fortiefles, piopofed a defcnfivo alliance with the 
Engbfli, to operate on occafion , that, relying on bis aflift- 
ance, they fliould forbid the Siddee the refort of tlieir har- 
bour, and refufe admittance to the Mogul’s fleet coming from 
Suiat he requefted that one of the council might accompatiy 
the return of Ins einbaflador to Rairee 

It chanced at this time that the company’s trade on the 
coaft of Coromandel required the favour of Sambagi’s autho- 
rity, a valuable part of the inveftment provided at Madials 
was raanufadlured m thofe parts of the Carnatic, to the fouth, 
which was fiift reduced b}"^ Viziapore, and afterwards by 
Sevagi In the year 1673 , application had been made to the

and ever}" n here checked their progrefs , wlio as ufual blamed 
their generals, and murmured at this barren and inipradica- 
bletvar In the month of Febiaiaiy the king of Viziapoie 1683.. 
died, on t\ Inch Aurengzebc ordered Sultan Azmi to march 
into that kingdom, in order to try ivhat advantage would be 
taken of this event 

- The two fleets likewife failed from Bombay in the begin- 
ning of February , the Mogul’s made fome defeents on Sam- 
bagi’s coafts,but effeded nothing eithei of damage or gain ade- 
quate to the ftrength and expence of then equipment. The 
Siddee kept ciuizmg near his Ration off Gingerah, and Sain- 
bagi’s fleet out of leach of both, who in the middle of Mai eh 
returned to Bombay, where the Siddee paying no regard to 
the injunctions of Ramnaut Cawn lenened his depredations> 
on the Corlahs.

The Siddee’s fleet continued after the depai ture of the Mo- 
gul’s with their ufual licentioufnefs^ in the harbour, and their 
nfual mfolence on fliore . the foldiers of the garrifon fre- 
quented the fame market at Mazagong, and two of them 
gomg thither unarmed, were, on fome quarrel, cut doivn by 
two of the Siddee's pitans , one died the next day, and the 
other was recovered with difiiculty. Siddee Coffim fent oflP 
the murderer privately to Surat, where the Enghfli prefidency 
demanded him, m order to be tried at Bombay, and the go- 
vernor of the city had nearly confented, w^hen an outrage 
committed agamft the Siddee at Bombay impaired the 
claim- 

The murder was committed in May, and in July the cra^ 
councillor with others from the fliore dined on board a fliip 
juft arrived from England , the company, heated v ith wine, 
went on board the Siddee’s admiral, knoving that Siddee 
Coffim himft 11^ was on board “they ufed abufive language, 
and the captain drew his fword, which was WTefled fiom him, 
and he was wounded in the leg all were eafily o\ erpow^ered, 
and without farther refentinent put into their boat the cap-

The dcOgn which Sambagi bad formed in the preceding 
year to take poflcflion of the iDands of Anchidem, Imd been 
prevented by the government of Goa, who in July fent foL 
dicrs, artificers and inhabitants to fclllo and defend the 
dlands on which Sarobagi ordered hii officers in (he corn 
qncred countiy adjoining the tcmtoiy of Goa to commit foch 
hofhhtie* a* their force enabled and matoal attacks and m- 
curfions bnt of no great moment liad continued between 
them until the fctllng m of the rams in this year when Sanv- 
bagi ns r^ardlcfi of fcafons as his father came down the 
gauls m June with 30 000 men nnd from bu own town of 
upper Clraul, inrcHed the ncighbounng citadel of ilic fimic 
name belonging to the Portaguefe but could ruakc hlllc pro 
grefs agninft the advantages of Eurnpoan defencx and fortifl 
cation To retaliate the ^Hccroy of Goa took (he field ns 
foon as the fair weather returned m Scptcmlxrr with l

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Europeans and 25,000 natives of liis owntemtoiy, a fleet of 
fmall Vetfels cruized at tlie fame time flora Ancliideva on the 
trade of Carwar, and even into the tivet The army carried 
flie and fword even into the temples, and thelnquifition burnt 
the pnfonei'S Tlie ftationary foice m this part of Sambagi’s 
country was not equal to the Viceroy’s, who advahced and 
- laid flege to-the caftle of Pondah ^ on which Sambagi, accom- 
panied by Sultan Acbai,fet off from Cliaul with 8,000 horfe 
and 14,000 foot, in oiflei to raife this flege, but without dif- 
'contmuing his own agamft Cliaul tlus time Sultan Acbar 
was coniinced of the inability of Sambagi’s alliance to contcfl, 
the throne of the hloguls agamft the poaer Of his father 
Aurengzebe , he therefore refolved to quit India, and on fome 
e\cule tnthdrew frohi the operations of the field, and took up 
InS lefidence at Bichollfi, within twenty miles of Goa 

Sambagi came in fight of Pondah, when breached in three 
places, and the afiault intended in two daj s The Viceroy did 
not break up hrs camp until furioUnded, which i educed him 
to the bptiohs of famine, retreat, Or furrender The diftance 
to Goa vas thirty miles, neveithelels he refolved to force his

Thii was the firft trad of 
legvdar hoftdity between an European power and the Morat* 
toes, to whom it may be deemed fucce&ful j for the Portugnefe 
did not venture to appear abroad again, and ns their pnde 
would not permit them to aik affiflancc, they propofod an 
aUmnce to Aurragrebe 

Sambngi obfemng with vexation, that the Portugnefe bad 
niado greater progreij in the attack of Pondah m ten days, 
than ha father had been able m three months, enUrriy de- 
^ mohOicd the fort, which then ftood upon lower ground, and 
fet the whole country to work to rmfo another on a neghbour* 
inghdJ whlcha the fort ofPondali,exiftingatthu day 
Sambagt t nrmy continuitlg mnftcr of the field diftreficd at 
lenfl the luxuncs of Goa, dunng which he himfcif Jed a delncb- 
tnentagaipft the Rajah of Sundah, who although his tnbutaiy 
bad afljftcd the Portngucfc. Dunng this expedition, Sambogi 
gave a fignal inftanco of devotion to hu reltgioo A Mahome- 
dan of rank who commanded one ofMs grabs, bought a cow at 
Canrnr,and killed it for bis meals j for which Sambagl put bira 
publicly to death. Difciphiic alone would fearedy have re- 
tenged it I intcrdid with fo much feventy i but u is a folcmn 
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oatB amongft the Hindoos to put the hand upon the head of a sect 
cow, and to imprecate, “ may I eat the flefli of this animal ” 

In the mean time Sultan Acbai at Bichohn had purchafed ?683 
a flap at Goa which -came to Vmgorlah, ■when he repaired to 
the Dutch fadloij theie, and fioni thence on boaid It was 
mipoffible that his intentions could hare been concealed from 
Sambagi, foi they wcie known to Aurengzebe at Auiengabad, 
but refpedt to lus high bnth and quality prevented any oppo- 
lition to his will, and Sambagi might fuppofe that Acbar had. 
held out tins puipofe of departure onl}'' to excite Ins own ex- 
ertions m Ins fupport, which had been piomifed for two years 
without the leaft efte6l, but as foon as he was on boaid^ 
jSambagi deputed to him lus lieutenant geneial, and*^ Cabhs 
Cawn the mmiftpr of his pleafures, whofe proteftations pre- 
vailed on him to come afhore again 

The report of the coujitiy faid .that Sambagi ''.would take 
Goa, which Aurengzebe did not Tleem improbable; and al- 
though he always affedted to defpife the European fettlementSy 
faw what would be the importance of the acqmfition to 
‘Sambagfs power, and the views of 'Sultan Acbar, and there- 
fore moved horn Aurengabad to Ahmednagur, m^order to be 
nearer the protedion of Goa, as well as to the war of Vizia- 
pore, which he had deteimined to renew At Ithe fame time 
he ordered his own rfleet'nt Surat, which now confiiled of 
twelve faik and the Siddec’s, which Was at Bombay, to pro- 
ceed-downthe coaft, m order to co-operate with an army he 
’ intended. 
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*rcT mterided to fend orcr iLc gduti The Sid dec im^ht Imre 
IflilctI m the bcgtntUD^ of September, but waited for money 
ircmi Surat (without which ho would not more,) nntil the end 
of Odlobcr and even tlicn the Mogul s fleet waj not rcadr to 
fail from Sarah 

As foon as the Siddccs fleet had lefl tho harbour of 
Bombay the gaHirats of Sambagi came out of Negotaa and 
Ilundry to ntEft-tho fiege of Chaal but could not prerent a 
Portuguefo frigate from landing a fupply of militaiT- florcs and 
proTifioTM The dirc<9roa of the Mogul s forces to the fonth- 
wnrd having relieved Raircc and Satarah from the fohcitnde 
of defence nn army of fifioen thoufand men came down the 
gnuts m Dcceuibcr and encamped at Gnllian from whence 
they ravaged all the Portuguefo country between BafTcin and 
Damon winch was not under the cannon of thefe fortifications 
and redneed feren of their out forts. On the 21 A Uic Moguls 
fleet from Surat came into the hirbour os wcH to difpHy 
iheir force to the Engiifli government ns to awe tho marmo 
of Sombogi which refpetSed them fo little that n dcinebment 
of troops coming m gnllirata from the nrer Penn landed on 
the fi4Ui of Dcccmlxn* and took pofllfiTion of the ifland 
Caranjoh rhicb lieth at the bottom of the Imrbour of 
Bombay and belonged to the Portnguefe who Iwd Rationed 
gaDivaU from Baflem to pirrent the landing which were not 
fuffiaent to oppofc it TTltatfocTer difeomfort the Moguls 
fleet might receive from this mifclmnce to tlicir allies, for ns 
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fucli they regarded tlie Portuguefe by reafon of their war with sect^ 
Sambagi, it was alleviated by an event of much more dan- 
geroiis confequence to the Englifli affairs, M'hich happened on 1683.- 
tins very day m the ifland of Bombay, of which the mcreafing 
llreugth and importance had long excited the grudge and 
jealoufy of tlie city of Surat 

The time was now come when the company's mterefls weie 
doomed to fuffer moie detiament from their fellow fubjedls, 
than -they haddntherto endured from all the governments of 
India, the charters and a6ts of parliament had not given them 
diftmdtly, although mtended, the privilege of exclufive trade; 
and the fpirit of commerce, which fees its dnfts with eagle s 
eyes, formed aflbciations at the nfque of tiying the confe- 
quence at law, being fafe at the outfet and during the voyage^ 
fince the Ratutes did not authorize the company to feize or 
Hop the fliips of thefe adi enturers, whom they called mter- 
lopers The firft fliip, under the duedhon of one Saj’", had 
arrived in the month of September of the preceding year 
1682, atMufcat on the Arabian fhoie, where he fettled a fac- 
tory, intending to draw to this port, out of the reach of the 
company’s fettlements and influence in India, all the commo- 
dities he wanted from thence for Europe, befides what more 
weie to be obtained nearer hand, or from other ports Ano- 
ther fliip came to Goa m October, three ere gomg to Bengal, 
and one commg to Surat, where the piefldency difcovered, by 
intercepted letters, that two of the council.

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dent, this claim, as often as it arofc, had been put to deep inth sncT 
piefents But the inteilopers, diiedted by Vincent, paid the 
cuftoms uiUingly, and made prefents mto' the bargain, which 1683 
facilitated then dealings, and the three tliips failed with full 
caigoes for England in January, -within four months aftei 
their aiTiA al Chaeft Khan, the uncle of Aurengzebe, w as at n. 73, 
this tune nabob of Bengal, to which he had been renioi ed m 
1666, m confequence of his adventure with Sevagi He was 
as avaiicious as the meaneft of his dependants, and took the 
greateft fhare of what they had got from the interlopers, and 
from his hunger of thefe new perquifitcs recommended the 
utilities of the mterloping trade to Aurengzebe, who, m defe- 
rence to his opinion, gai e the phirmaund ivhich Petit and 
Bouchei were foliciting It arrived at Surat in June, with 
permiffion for them to come to court, on which they fet out 
their equipages, to be admired at the city gates, but ivhdft 
loitenng there.

to mfonrr them that he was continued m his Ration by tho 
Mogul Advices of tlie fame purport came fiom the neigh- 
bounng governors of Conjeveram and Punamalee, who were 
both gentoos. He of Punamalee faid, that as the world 
turned round like a wheel, he had beaten his diums^ and fired

The piincipal fadlors left by captain Bell; at Surat, weie 
Aldworth, Canning, Kerridgc, and Withington , and Andrew 
Staikey, to proceed ovciland to England, with advices of the

fettlement Canning was fent with the king’s lettei and the 
prefent, which was of little value, to Agra, travelling through 
much trouble, and was attacked by lobbers, who killed fome 
of his escort, and wounded more, with himself and another 
Enghfliman He anned on the 9th of Apiil, and was atked 
by the Mogul, -whethei //icf prefent was fciit by the king; 
but anfwered, that it was fent by the merchants He con- 
tinued in daily dread of poifon from the Portuguefe jefuits , 
and died on the sgth of Maj^, which confirmed the fufpicion. May 
Andrew Starkey, was poifoned fomewhere on the way by two 
fiiars Kerridge, was fent fiom .Surat on the 22d June, to Jwie 
fupply the place of Canning, at Agra 

Tlie Portuguefe, from \e\atiou at .the permiflion of 
the Enghfli fadlory, and exafpeiated by the repioach of then 
own infufiicieucy, in not driving then fliips fiom the road, 
refolved to keep no raeafures with the government of Surat , 
and in Odlober feized a flnp belonging to the port, which O^ob, 

had 
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called Bauliana, A\licrc they piovided moie water, but bad, 
foi the cnfuing ]ouiQe} of five days, all through the defert, to 
Nmamqucic^, and aimed uithout inifcliance, but much 
fickncfs, when the caravan fcparatcd; leaving "Withingtou 
•with foul fcivanls, two luci chants with five, and five drivers 
to then ten camelb , who hired an efcoit at 'Nai amqxiei e, 
'■which faved them fioiu a band of lobbeis m the next match 
toGundaiwa The next day they w'eic tw ice attacked, but 
cleared theiufcb cs by a fmall jtrefeut, and arnved at Surruua, 
a laigc town with a cattle, belonging to the Rajpoots-, whofe 
chief, Rajah Bulbul, had been taken by the Moguls, and 
bhnded , but neverthelefs had lately efcaped to IuSn own 
mountains, and excited his kindred to revenge. His fon 
Booinah, tvho tvas in Sununa, atkcd Withington many quefi- 
tions concerning England, invited him to fuppei, and drank 
freely. A Banian, who pietendcd to give intelligence con- 
cerning the Englith at Lauieebunder, perfuaded Withington 
to lure Boomah to efcoit him to Tatta, as the journey was 
full of danger, although not 'thuty miles 

Boomah attended with fifty boife. the first halt, at ten 
miles, was on the bank of a river, fiom whence he renewed 
tlie march at two hours after midnight, and leading a quite 
-contrary way, brought them, at bicak of day, into a thick

made the embafladors dcfpair of leccpliOn at that port, and 
it was refohed to tr}’’ the flioies adjoining to Peifia, m fight 
ofnvhich thej' came on the 10th of Septembei, about one

Sir Thomas Powel ivciit aflioie to get intelligence in a 
little village, and learned that the countiy was called Melann, s 
the people Baluches, and fubje6l to a prince tributaiy to 
Pcrfia, w'ho rcfided at Guadel, a port fi\e daj's fail to the 
eaflward, and would willingly convey the embaffadors to the '

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1614 tbc vay cndcaTourcd to flop tro trading boats, which beat 
1613 off tho flnps pinnae©, not without hloodflied,. and when 
pnrfucd by the long boat better armed pufhed into a bay 
■where one of them ran afliore and was wrecked and tho 
other was with difficulty prerented but all the men except 
mg mne^ fwam alhorc, who with the boat were brought 
to the Ihip and treated with avihty They belonged to 
Guadel and had a pals from the Portuguefo at Mufeat, to 
which they were bound and begged to go but wire denied^ 
from the fear of fprcading alano and piloted the fhip to ^ 
Sepiemi Goadcl where flie amied on the loth of September tho 
fifth days fail firom the Tillage, where Sir Thomas Powcl 
had landed 

The governor of Onadcl fpared neither humilities, promiles 
nor preparations, to gam the confidence of the embafladors^ 
The carnages and efcort of their jonmoy were coDeillcd and 
fhewn on which they landed their prefents furniture, and 
money and agreed to como afliore pn the Clfl at four m 
the afternoon- 

It wanted only half an hour to this time, and all were 
ready dreffed on the deck when the flup s boat came on 
board with intelhgencc from tho Perflon Narerbcg, that the 
Beluches intended to mnrdor alt -who might land, ciccpting 
the durorgeons, muficians, women, and boys. Neither the joy 
nor mdignation of the danger efcapcd difconccrted fhrcwdncfii 
or pTcfcnce of nundL Sir Pobert Shirley font a mefiage to the 

governor. 
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governor, that a fuddcn jllnefs picventcd him from coming 1614 
afliore untd the ne\t da} , and mentioned the hour, but m- jgjg 
tending to land m ccicmon}, nitlied the goicinor to fend 
three boats, "With fomc ot Ins piincipal men, to houom the 
procefllon of his o\mi The countci-fnaic vas not fufpc6led 
In the mtciTal the money nas fecictly couvc}cd back to the' 
pinnace, and a chefi of old lumber, fent from the flup, ivas 
changed foi one ot much value, vlnch it vas pretended had 
been brought afliorc b} imftake Tlie governor’s boats, with 
fifty perfons aimed oh board the flup whilfl the pinnace 
■uas lull on fliorc, and to get hci an ay witliout fufpicioii 
was the pinch of the flratagem , foi Nazerbeg, witli three 
Euiopcans, vere at the tent, and it was rcfolved to favd 
Hodgee Comal, the go^clnol’s ph}fician, nho had reiealed 
tlie plot, nnd now obtained' his lea\e to go to the flup m 
order to bu}’’ the piopci medicines for Ins diforder The 
Europeans paffed as inuficiaus neceflary to the procefllon , 
and Nazerbeg pi evaded on a man of rank to go amUi luin m 
order to fee rarities As foon as the boat v as v ell on the 
way, all the Baluches on board the flup were feized and dif- 
armed, the meanei fufteied to letuin, they of better con- 
dition confined, and a meflage fent to the govcrnoi, that 
their liberty fliould anfwer the reftoration of tlie efledls on 
flioie A deceitful apology produced a fecond fummons, 
vhich limited their Ines to two hours, and the hour-glafs nas 
fpt befoie the mCffenger Tins tenor brought ofl' every thing,

’The occafion 'vhich called Withington to Agra, hvas the 
death of John Mildenall, a name of earlier notem the refort 
to India lie was bred a mei chant, and was- employed whiltl 
the eftabhflimcnt of the cojUpant was undei adjiiftment, to 
bear a letter from queen elizadetu to the Mogul, acbar, 
requcfting the freedom of trade m his dominions He left 
Aleppo in July iGOO, but did' not arrive at Agra until the 
yeai 1603, vhcre he was much thwarted b}" the fnars, but 
after a relidence of three years, obtained a phirmaund, 

Acbar being dead, from Jchangire, ivith which he returned

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1614. as be came through Perila and -mu at Cafbm m OAober lC06 
Ulie advices of his fuccds ire fappofe, promoted the miffion 
of captain Hawkins, who faded for Surat in March l6o7 at 
Trhich ^rme Mildenall might not have been amved la Eng 
land The refl of his ftoxj- is very obfeure,' Ho retumed to 
PcrUa, if not before, in I6l0 with fome commiffioa, m which 
two others, jtrung men were joined whom it is faid ho poi 
Ibned, in order to cmbeole the effefls committed to then 
common cbargei, with which he repaired to Agra, where he 
tamed Roman catholic, and died himfelf of poifon, IcaviDg 
all ho poCHIbd to a Fcenchman, whofo daughter ho intended 
to many Mr Kcmdgc was at that time the jeJident al 
Agra but being con&antlj occupied m attendance on tho 
ccruTt, fent for TYithington to coUetfl tho effe<9a loft by 
MDdcnall of which to the amount of so 000 doHara were 
rccoTcred In confoniu^ to tho excmptioni alloircd m the 
plumraund gnurted to captain Bed. 

At length tho long-cxpoiftcd fuccour from England op- 

Caoh peared at the bar of Samt ou tho ISth of Oflober two ycais 
and eight months after the departare of tho fliips with enptam 
Beft dunng which mterTal none belonging to the Enghfli 
had been feen there. Hbd fleet confifled of four fliips, of 
650 500 three hundred and two hundred tons and the 
crews would hare been Ci hundred men if not unpaired by 
ficknds, Tho general (for fuch was tho tiUe given in thefo 
rally voyages to the chief commander, oven of a Angle fliip, 

if 
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if independent of any otliei) ^vas Nicholas Downton, who 
had been captain of one of thofe Mith Sir Heniy Middleton 
They left England on the ill of March, and had been in- 
foimed at Socotra of the fights and phirmaund of captain. 
Bell: Fiom Daman they nere followed in the night by four- 
teen fiigates, which avoided the day. Tlie 15tli they mooied 
at Snally, where the next day came down L'li Aldwoith, the 
piincipal nici chant, accompanied by Richard Steele, lately 
arrived fiom Aleppo, and fent by the company on experi- 
ment Thefe two, with one Biddulph, were the only fadlors- 
remaining at Siuat when the fleet ainvcd, which brought 
a fufiicient recruit- 

Mociib Caun not only commanded the army agamll 
Damanj mIiicIi had done nothing, but hkewife held, w'ith 
the title of Nabob, the governments of surat, broach, 
Brodera, and Ncriad, -which extended from the Nerbeddali 
to the teiritory of the Portuguefe. His former conduct to 
Sir Plenty Middleton had left a prejudice in the mind of 
Downton, .winch Aid worth could not remove by reprefenting 
his prefent want of affiftance from the Enghfli. . He v as at 
this tune at Surat, and expected the firll overtures , which 
not coming, he fent one of his pimcipal ofiieers, named Coja 
Nazar, to Swall}'-, on the 27th of the month, to whom captain 
Downton delivered a prefent for Mocrib Caun, and another 
for himfelt, but neither of much value, and demanded ledrefs: 
for impofitions m the cuftoms, clpecially at broach, nnd a 

market 
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rnarJiet for bccres on tie ftrnntl atSwilJy but Coja Nazar 
anftrcxed that tho cuftoms of unOACn ttctd out of the poaw 
of the goveroinent being formed to a mcrchaDt and that 
the Bamans at Surat bad paid a huge fom to prevent the 
killing of bccrc*. On which the three fenior faiftor* ncwJj 
amred Trcre fent -mth Aldworth to treat inth the Nabob 
who propofed vanbuj nieac* bj whicli h© might be afllfled 
but was told that the. peace which fubfilled between the two 
nabona m Eoropc, prohibited the Enghfli from both 
hbe» againft the Portuguefe, excepting ^n their own de^ 
fence UL which ddbn&on finding them indelible, iic find 
that as the/ would do nothing forhijn ho flioold do nothing 
for them 

On the £7th, all the nabres who had gathered at Swallr 
for dealing or empkijmcnt, difoppeared^ And on tho iamo 
da/ the finSora in the city intending to retnm to^the ihips, 
Trere feired at the gate, and forced to pnfon irbcre Aldworth 
in^ prudently fa id, thatfach treatment bould dnre tboEngliili 
to join the Portuguefe; which cncrcafe^^thcfoventy for thw 
Tiolenca was oboalloned by the contrivance of two jcfuits in 
the town who had counterfeited a letter as from tho rice roy 
of Goa, ordering them to mfomi the Nabob, tlrnt nnlels be 
mode peace with ha nation he fhonld join tho Englifh 
ngBinft the Mogul govemmont and the angry words of 
Aldworth confinned the fafpicion untd cxpladation deleilcd 
the fraud when the Nabob apologuted, and permitted tho 
£ factors 
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faftors to icturn to S'nally , flora wlience the country people 
had removed by his oidei gnen, not in defpite, but in confe- 
qucnce of injundtions from Agra, not to fufier any thing to 
be bought out of the flnps Minch might amve, before the 
Mogul’s pur\c\ois, -uho tvere expedted, had chofen what 
Mas fit for his ufe 

Mith the fadtois came doun -what goods were in the fac- 
toi}^ pioMded fmee the depniLuie of captain Beft They 
Meic onlj"^ fivt}’^ bales of indico, and eleien bales of cotton- 
3 arn, not in the whole exceeding 20,000 lupees Money, 
and goods ior fale, to a much greater amount, had been left 
M'lth Aldivoith, but the produce had been expended in jour- 
nies, maintenance, icfidences, equipages, and prefen ts. 

Tlie mteicourfc now opened with the city did not entirely 
remove the fufpicions of captain Dowuton, which Mocrib 
Caun did not leifen, by holding out a claim for rellitution, 
Oii a pretended account of unfair dealings m the barters 
made with the Surat fliips, ivlicn detained by fii Henry 
Middleton in the Red-fea , which Downton knew to be falfe 
At tiie fame time came intelligence, that the vicc-roy of Goa 
was prepaimg the whole inaiine of his ftate, to attack the 
-Englifli fliips at Swally, and Downton doubted whether he 
might not be joined by Mocrib Caun , who a few days after 
threatened the factors m the city wuth feverities, beCaufe-they. 
refufed to fliew him the piefent intended foi the Mogul, 

y T which 
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46 1 4 Tvhich ncverthclefe they were at laft obliged to do Tbofe 
deterred Hownton from -nfquing himfelf on Ibore 
nntd hn auiictia were aJlcrmted by the amval of officcri 
fent by the Mogul to eiamme the prefents, who brought 
ordera that the Epghfti Oiould be treated with favour m oU 
their wants and dealings on which Mocnb Caun made ho- 
norary prefents to the puna pal faftors, and gave the allotted 
fum for cjpenres to tbofe who were to nccoropony ttc 
Mogul to Agra advifing them to fet out without delay 
and^'proimliDg efcort as Ikr as his authority reached This 
pafled on the 25th of November a few days after bo fent 
merchnnU to make purchafes m the fhips for his own ufe 
I>aeMi and then his fon on the 9th of December to vifit Dhwnton 
■who met him on the ftrand at Swally 

Four days after appeared a fleet of twenty two frigates, 
which pafled unmoleflod, although near the Xaud of Swally 
forDownton adhered to his refolution of not commencing 
hofldity They ciofled the gniph to the road of Gogo whero 
they burnt one hundred and twenty tradmg boats, and fevcml 
fhipi of which one was the Ilehcm} i>vithout doubt at tbu 
time, the largcft on the fens of India after which the foldiers 
landed and deftroyed fcveml -nil ages but Gogo being 
waDcd was fiife. The news of thia dcrafhUion nmved oL 
Surat on the l6th of December and renewed the fufpiaoU 
4jf Mocnb Caun that the Enghfli were m league with Itwt 

Portuguefe, 
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Portuguefe, becaufe they had not fired on the fiigates as 
they pafifod 

Before then leturn, captain Downton ireighed from Swally> 
-and anchored his fliips off the bai of Stirat, in order to pro+ 
te6t the communication of his boats with the city The road 
is feien miles from the flioie, and every where along the 
coaft are fands which afford ^refuge to fliallow veffels againft 
the appioach of Qiips of deep burthen, of which the frigates 
availed themfelves, anchoring much neaierthe fhore, from 
whence they gave chace, even into' the river, to every boat 
which appeared either coming in oi going out, nhilft others 
cruized as they lilted around On feveral nights fome bore 
down, as if they intended to fet the fliips on fire , which w'ere 
kept in continual alerts, either of guard, defence, or chace, 
with veiy little detnment done or leceived, until the 29th, 
when captain Doivnton, finding that he could not prevent 
the cruizes of the frigates at the mouth of the nver, returned 
to Swally On the l6th of January, a fleet of near forty 
more appeared from the fouth, and joining! thofe already at 
the bar, went all together into the river to get water, and 
came out the next day Tlie day after arrived nine fliips, 
which were followed the next day by two galhes 

The crews of the Portuguefe marine in India were com- 
pofed of two different orders The fighting men were rated 
as genuine Portuguefe, who, proud of this pre-eminence,

Captain Downton confidered the fuccefs of this anna- 
ment as the ceitain dcftiinftion of the Enghfli coinineice iii 
the Tilogul’s dominions, rcafonmg, that if his own flaps 
fliould bedinen fioin lluii flations, m the loads of Suiat and^ 
Swallv, the ncc-ro}, b} dciaflation c^cn of the city itfclfl 
■would compel the Nabob to jefufe the Enghfli all futuie re- 
foit and mlcieouifc , <ind, computing the lofs of Ins flaps as 
a detriment much inferior to fuch a confc(|ucncc, he refolvcd 
topcnfliwilli them, rathci than icccde , but did not dc- 
fpair tliat ftratagem might a\a]l to fnppl} the defedt ot 
force 

The Nabob, tcnificd by the appeal ance of the annameiil, 
font his fliabandei, or cuftom-mafler, and fcveral other pim- 
cipal men, to the Mce-roy, ivith a large prefent of pioiifions, 
and many promifes, to obtain peace, which the vice-roy 
refufed, not doubting that he fliould deftroy the Enghfli

The channel of Sirally }M ^bont a mile and a half in broadth, 
nnd feren in length. It lies between a fpot of fond of thu 
length which dry at low water nnd the mam fliore. Tbo 
fljips, when Swally ufed to be the flaboo now deferted an 
chored m a cove which cuts into the land nbout midway of 
the channel and is called Swally hole. The wmd during 
the northerly monfoon blows conftantly from the k n nnd 
at this time generally frefh enough to ftem the flood which 
comes from the femth. 

Early m the morning of the soth at low water I>owntoa 
lent the llope, of three hondred tons, to anchor at the foath 
entrance of the channel where the galleons would not bare 
depth fufficient to come near her until the flood was high. 
The three other flaps foon after came out of the core, but 
anchored again m the channeL Thefe manceurre* pro- 
duced the mtended miflake, that the Eoghfli flop* had quitted 
Swally to pnt to fea and fly the coaft And the Hope had 
Icarcdy anchored before the whole fleet of the Portuguefo 
were under full fail plying to flop the channcL The two 
fmaller flnpi, with the pinnace, which were foremoft, all at 
the fame time grappled and boarded the Hope in which, 
the attack being expected was well refilled Downton with 
the three other flnps, lenrmg their anchors, came down, and 
cbofe Ihcir fliot on the enemy s flnpi entangled with the

Tins iuccefs changed the face of aflaii's The vicc-roy 
font a deputation to the Nabob piopotmg an alliance, Aiho 
anfuered Mith a picfcnt of proAifions, and refufal] tp make 
any peace m mIocIi the Enghfli fliould not be mcludcd ; to 
A\hom he oidcicd his oflicci» at Su'eHy to guc CA'ciy aflift- 
ance, and c\cn fent timber from the city to replace the mam- 
maft of the Hope, mIhcIi had been dcflioycd b\ the firc 
And the Enghfli flops earned on their ufnal occupations m 
the channel, foractmics alaimcd, but ncA'Ci attacked, by the 
Portuguefc, Mdio Maitcd for i cmfoi cements , mIocIi armed 
on the 3d of Pcbruaiy, confiflmg of tiro flops two huge 
junks, and eight oi ten of the countiy boats

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i6i5 On tlic Stli, in Uic forcnonb the two jank», -with tlie t\ai 
^ galhea before nmred, came dtinog up tlio clianncl with the 
flood, afl if intending to fire the fliipw, for%Thich they wena 
fold to be prepared but as foon os the fhips weighed and 
flood toirarda them they put about and got away with the 
wind Captain Downton fufpeifted that this appearance

■was the only help of approach from the fonth Nor was he 
niiftaken for foon after dark the mterceptimi of a large hght 
on an ifland at a great diftance, or perhaps op the coeH 
itfclf on the other fide of the bay towards Gogo difcorcrcd 
that veflels -were monng to the north of the channel and 
before midmght fonr were defened coming down with the 
ebb they were two fire boats not yet lighted towed by two 
fingatc* The cannon and Cnall arms of the fhipl foon 
obliged the fngatei to throw off the faopts, fettmg fire to 
them , which coming on were avoided by three of the fliip*, 
but both at feme interval fell on the Hope, one athwart her 
hanfe, the other on her quarter but flie cleared hcrfelf with- 
out damage, and the flood brought them bad ftill burning m 
the morning, ■when the fhips boats towed them aground. 

On the night of tho l oth enme down two boats, towed by 
four fiigatcs, which, as before, -were forced by the fire of the 
7 flup* 
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fliips to caft off and kindle the boats at too great a dillance, 
when the ftiength of the wind drove them to leeward of the 
fliips They were fcaicely paffed, when many more frigates

weie difcerned, winch had m'tow four boats chained together 
ahead all flemmed dnecTly on the Hedtoi, affording fpa- 
cious mark to the fiie of all the fliips, which again beat away 
the frigates, m fuch terroi, that they only lighted two of tlic 
boats The Hedtor, by fwmgmg round on hei cable, avoided 
them A fliot fiom the admiial fet fiie to the third boat, 
which filed the other; and all, confounded together, irere 
d liven by the gale on the ftrand of Swall}'’ » 

The Portuguefe galleons, vhich had this ivhile continued 
auchoiing to the northward, fell down the next day to the 
bai of Surat, where captain Downtop caufed them to be 
watched, fufpedlmg the vice-ioy might land and attempt the 
city, m which cafe he refolved to attack the galleons, dc- 
piived of then fighting men , but tlie vice-roy faw the danger, 
and only fent the frigates into the iiver, to give importance 
to tlie negociation which he renewed with the Nabob, who 
anfwered as before, that he could not abandon the Enghfli 
And on the 13 th the vice-roy failed away w ith all the armada, 
excepting twenty frigates, which cieated vaiious conjedlures 
concerning his future intentions 

Notvithftanding the alarms to wdneh the Enghfh flnps had 
been lately expofed^ they had not defifted fiom landing then 
outwnrd caigoes, and receiving on board the goods provided 
foi England , all of which weie flnpped. as well as the wnter

JtWrri On tlie 3d of ilarch the Enghfli fhip* weighed from SvraUy, 
and faw a fleet of frigates coming from the weflward to the 
nver moft of which pofled m fhoal water out of cannon (hot 
but the fhips fired oa the nearelt, to giro the loft tcflrmony 
of good- win to their finenda oa Ihore Veflels going from 
Surat to the fouthc, even m the northerly monfoon fave their 
ground by auchormg on the flood unlefs the wind u very 
ftiff At day break the Portognefe armada were difccmed 
at anchor towardf the fhore who weighed and flood after 
the Enghih flups through tJie day but lofl ground by not 
anchormg as they did on the flood* Tbo next dav the 5th

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of tlie month, both fleets Rood on to the fouth, but the 
Portuguefe did not gam, although the Hope failed fo ill, that 
the HeSoi , which failed the beR, -was obliged to take her m 
tow The fucceeding day, Downton, 'thinking he had led the 
aimada far enough fiom their own pqits and Suiat, refolved 
to let them come up, and then putting about fuddenl}-, to 
attack them uuexpe 6 led, hoping much fiom the furprize of 
conceited fupeiionty He accordingly went m his boat to 
the Ihiee othei lliips, to animate and iiiRrucT them, diinng 
uhich the flood fetin, when his oiin, which had the admiral’s 
flag afoft, meaning to accommodate the quicknefs of hiS 
retuin to hei with the tide, fell aftern of the others At this 
time the vice-ioy’s galleon failing well, uas far a-liead of the 
xeR of his fleet, and near enough to have biought Downton’s 
to engagement, and his gunner proffered to fink hei vath the 
two forty-pounders, which feem to have been the piide of 
the armada , but tlie hdalgoes, 01 gentr}’-, faid that the Enghfli 
admiral had fallen aflein with no othei intention than to 
tempt the vice-roy to the trial, when the thiec other fliips

venue ofSurntm appanage to Iu» third fon Sultan Currotn 
who fucceededto the throne with thonamc of Shah Jehan 
Sultan Currom nppomted his favonto Zulfacar Caun to 
as ha manager and vicegerent at Surat from whence 
hlocnb Caun lal out as foon ns the ramsbegan to abate and 
3ifr Aid worth, with fevcral fiiSors took the advantage of lus

Bui thefc profcflious 'wcic onl}' occafional reliefs, and no 
carneft foi fucli a treaty as fii Tlioinas Roc Avas inftrudlcd to 
obtain fof the general and permanent fccuiil}' of the Englifli 
tiadc m the IMogul’s doi’ninions , nliich, although not openly, 
verc im etcratcl}' oppofed the inoft poncilul influences 
in the couit j\Iany had been perfuaded b^’’ the jefuit, and 
Sultan Currom by Zulfacai Caun, of Avhofe conduct fir 
Thomas Roc had complained, that Surat would be more 
benefited b}' the fiicndfliip and intercom fc of the Poitngucfe, 
than the trade of thcEnghfli, or at leaft, that this tiadc

took two more pmes before they quitted the ccafl when 
firpaniUng two went for Atchin nnd tlio other for Bantam 
Tlic Samonn lullcad of fHVounng the faftord be Imd inviteti 
to remam in ho country, exndlcd prefents from them and

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they 'wcie glad to get n^\ay amUi their goods to Calliciit, 1616. 
■\\heic the}' took up their rcfidencc iii Apiil, and met iviUi all Jpnl 
difeouragcmcnl, excepting open 'iiolcncc, Aihich was fonie- 
times threatened, in confcquciicc of then own nidilcretions. 

Such was the origin of the fadtoi} at Calhcnt, which has 
continued etcr fince. 

Sultan Cun 0111 and Afiph Jah not only continued then 
oppofition to the demands of fir Thomas Roe, but even 
treated him more than once with ill manners, in the picfcncc 
of the emperor, who repaired then aihonts by the conftant 
comtefy of his own behaviour, but decided nothing in the 
bufincfs, winch, left at large to its enemies, they nilioduecd 
deputies fiom the Portugiiefe government, with prefents, and 
the oficr of othei jewels of rare taluc, at low puces , and by 
holding out the trade of the Rcd-fca, and the pilgrimage to 
Mecca, as dependant on the will of the Portuguefe, turned 
the refpedt of the court to their alliance, and excited equal 
aierfion towards the Enghfli, infoinuch that fir Thomas Roe 
had made no progrefs in the treaty at the end of July, when Juli; 
he received a plnrmaund from Mahobet Caun nt Brampoie, 
granting all the immunities he had lequeRed of him for the 
trade of Broach* , by which, befides othci advantages, a

TJie fliips which arri\ed tins }car iGid, and had lulled under tlic command of 
enptam Jofeph, were, the Chailcs, the Dnicorn, the James, the Globe 
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l61(i tbo in Qor channel bct\reen Madagnfcar and the main at the 
head of which amongfl thoiflands of Comoni thtydefened 
at day break of the 5th of Anguft a carnick of cnormoo* 
fire bcanng the Portugnefe flag at the rnam top mafi licad 
and ficenng the fimio courib. The Globe which fiulod 
the befi but wa? the fnmllcft of Jofephs fqundron, chafed 
came npat noon to windward hailed and rcceired opprobn 
on* jangnage, with a command to fell to Iccinird which not 
doing the carrack fired fire great fliot, each of which went 
through her whilllflic returned eighteen of much leli efict^h 
and fell aftern The carrack was commanded by Don Ufa 
niicl de Alencfe*^ admiral of three, which had laded this 
rear from Ijlbon bound to Con At three in tho afternoon^ 
captain Jofeph came np m hia flijp tho Charles, which was of 
one thoufend Ions and bailing bid the commander of the 
canack econo on board to aceonnt for Ins attack on tho 
Globe but was anfwcTcd that he had no boot on which he

Captain Pepucll had iuhnuTcd his fliips to engage by 
turns, and began himfclf in the Chailcs , uhich had not con- 
tinued hall an hour, ■\^hcn a bullet fiom the carrack fii uck one 
of the non guns, Aihich fliucicd it its fiagincnts could not 
liaie chofen better execution , for, bcfidcs dangeroully 
^\oundlng three of the common f:amcn, and teaiing the 
maftci’s arm, one piece stiuck out the 0300 ! captain Pepwcll, 
and tMO others uounded him m the jaw and leg The mate 
took up the command of his difablcd fupciiois, and defeived 
it, maintaining the fight uitli ^cngcancc beyond the fliaie of 
lime, uhen the other fliips took then tin ns uith the fame 
ardoui , uhicli the caiiack icfifted until three in the aftei- 
Tioon, b} Avlnch time her mam-maft. and nnzen-maft were 
bi ought bj the board, hci fore-top-maft fliot au ay, and her 
Tides fliattered into levcral breaches. The ifland of Augazpa 
was not far olT, to which flie tuincd with what little fail the 
could fet, and flood m fo near the flioie, that the Englilh fliips 
wmuld not \cntuic to follow liei clofe , but a boat w'as fent 
with hli Connock, the piiiitipal meichant, and a flag of 
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1616 trvcOf at afigmJ of porlc) which wnt accepted bj another 
Mcnelet received Mr Connock with courtc/j but wat not 
mored either by tbeoffens or admiration due to bis raloor

Tnlnablo dnfts, but took up nothing and bore away for refrcfii 
meat to the ncighbounag iflond of Mohlla, where they 
arrived on the loth. The nuhrea of Angoxija regarded the 
crew of the flupwrcci: ns mraders, and allhllcd them with 
hones but ccafed on the difplay and offer of prefents until 
they had received them when mflead of returning provi- 
Hons, they renewed their attacks on which the Portuguefe 
employed their hand-guni, and loft, in the retreat of the na 
lives the only bopcs of fuftcnancc. In tlds diflrcii the admi

in his houfc, to examine a book of fortifications, and 
liaAing, dining a dail}' comcifc of fixA'Ccks, ticatcd him more 
AAith the rcfpcdl of a gueft, than the diftance of a fohcitor, 
on the Aer}” da}" before his departure to Caflan, declared him 
a Miixa, or lord, in his fcnice, and rcfciicd him to the trea- 
furcr, A\ho, as foon as the king was gone, fent to ShiilcA" a 
prefent, Aihich confified of money to the amount of fixtceii 
thoufand ducat";, forty horfes, all accoutred, two, intended foi 
his bi other and himfclf, with faddlcs plated Aiith gold, and let 
Avitli lubics and toiquoifcs, the others, Avith filvei and em- 
broidered Aehet, twchc camels laden Aiith tents, and all 
furriituie, not only foi the field, but for his houfc in Cafbin, 

Avhich hkcwifc A\as befloAVcd on him he Avas ordcicd to fol- 
low the king to Cafian, from whence he accompanied him to 
Ilpahan, and Aias treated by him A\nth the fame defcience as 
befoie he had accepted Ins fcnice

JnTCntKms of great nUhtj efpocmlly to tho improvement of 
his warfare and that the hbeml fchifm of religion which the 
kmg wiflicd to promote as a defeendant of Sefi between hia 
own fubjeifls and the Tints, would be cncourogcd by tho 
onterconTfe of chnffaans, whom they would bo occutlomcd to

On the coaft of Coromandel irherc cxceffirc EcnU and 
iiifT«|uent rams cxa6l the ntmoR labour to bnog nee to per 
fe^hon if thefe fimners 'rcre not mildly dealt with they 
irould undertake nothing, and the whole country would bo 
famifhcd Here therefore encouragement IS grven to them 
and the goTeroment wiR fometimes be at the expcnce of 
works to allift them m the labour of mifing and conTcjmg 
water through the land 

The provmcc of Bengal is the moft fertile of any in the 
uDivcrfe, more fo than Egypt, and iwith greater certainty — 
A flratum of the nchcfl mould upon a bottom of land the 
equal IcTcl of the country and not a Hone to be picked np 
in the fpace of fome hundred miles, whild fliells arc found 
encry where. Sneh Cgnj declare the IbD to hare been formed 
by the rctrfiat of the fea and in fuch a fod eicclETe nuns 
falling at particular penods, cannot but render tho cultivation 
of it to be fcarce a labour 

The country about Dacca, where the Ganges difembogucs 
itfelf by a hundred mouths into the ocean is alone fufficient 
to fupply the whole pronnee of Bengal with ncc and ercry 
other part of the premnee if duly cultivated would produce 
exceedingly more than its occalions. 

Here therefore the people depend more upon the dements 
than on themfehres for fabfiflcnce. No encooragementa arc 
1 g^ren, 
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given, or legulations made, concerning tlie grain, and the 
faimei is as little exempt from violence, as any othei fub- 
je(9; Natuie, at times, -will leave hei orclinaiy coiufe If 
the rice countiics f.iil, the feierefl of famines afflicts this 
land of exceflive plenty, as no pai t of the province is cul- 
tivated m proportion to the irants of the inhabitants who 
icfide on it. 

This'^lias happened in the } ear 1752 'atMuxadaiad the 
capital of Bengal, rice became fix times deaiei than the ufual 
price the confcquence of v Inch, m a countr}’’ where nine- 
tenths of tlie people daily fpend nhat the}'^ dail}' earn, may 
be cafily conceived.

The furpruc will be heightened when we find tliat nt 
Dacca in the province of Uengal, where all the cloths for 
tho ufc of the king and his leragho are made thefo are of 
fuch wonderful finenefi as to exceed ten tunes the pnee of 
unj hnens permitted to be made for Europeans, or onj one 
clfc in tho hingdoiu. 

As much ns on Indian is bom deficient in mcclmnicai 
fircnglh, fo much is his whole frame endowed with an ex- 
ceeding degree of fenfibihty and pliantness;. The hand of an 
Indian cook wench flialh bo more delicate than tliat of an 
European beauty the flan and features of a porter flialJ bo 
foftcr than thofo of a profeSTed petit mattrr 

The women wind off the mw fdk from the pod of tho 
womu A finglo pod of raw filk Is dmded mto twenty dif 
ferent degrees of finenefs and fo exqmfite is the fcchng of 
thefe womeu thatwrhdfl the thread is ruoniug throngh their 
fingers fo fwiftJy that their eye con be of no nfhfhmcc, tboy 
will break it off ciaftly ns the affortments cliange, at once 
from the firfl to the twentieth, from the nineteenth to the 
fecond

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The ■\\omen likcwife fpin the thread defigned for the 
cloths, and then deliver it to the men, who have fingeis to 
model it as exquifitely as thefe ]la^ e prepared it For it is 
inattei of fadt, lliat the tools whicli they ute are as fimple 
and plain as they can be imagined to be The rigid, clnmfy 
fingers of an European would fcarccly be- able to make a 
piece of caUxafs, xvith the inflruments which are all that an 
Indian cmplo3Sin making a piece of cambric 

It IS farther remarkable, that c\ cr}’^ diftincS: kind of clotE 
IS the produce of aparticulai diftiidt, m xvhich the fabric has 
been t^an^lmttcd^ perhaps foi ccntuncs, from father to fon — 
a cufioin xxlnch muft ha\e conduced to the peifedlion of the 
inanufadture 

I fliould perhaps, XMth ray reader, haxe thought this detail 
of fo fimple a fubjedt unnccctTary, had I not confidered, that 
the progrefs of the linen manufadlure include-s no lefs than a 
dcfcription of the lives of half the inhaliitants of Indoftan

Of the Tiadc 

The numerous piodudlions of Ihdoflan, and the differ- 
ence of uantsm different parts of it, affoid a laige fcopc 
for an extenfive trade within itfclf, which is earned oiii 
with no fmall degree of application, wdierever the fword is 
fheathed.

The long bj berag propnetor of tho lands, fdla to his 
fubjefls Uicir fubfiftence, inileod of rcceiTing fuppbes from 
them Hence n rcfoarpo eiccedmg that of aD the tases, 
jmpolls, ond cufloms of other gorcniimmts but lidl a re- 
iburcc mcapablo of producing gold or Clvcr uithout the 
nfliflance of commerce. i 

Tlie multitude of valuable produiBions, the cunmog imd 
induftnous temper of Ibp people, the avance of the rulers 
of Indoftan Imro all equoDv concurred to cftabhfli the ex 
tenfivo commerce of this country "nie government has 
found by repeated expcncru:e m the confequcnccri of op- 
preffion that they beR confult the intereft of their revenues 
m con ful ting the fecunty of their merchants- t 

The cuRoms and impoRs throughout IndoRan arc fixed and 
unalterable. The merchant may at any tune mahe an cxnft 
calculation of the dcduiTiona to arhich his trade is fubje^ 
Cufloma paid at any of the MoguTi jKjrts, ore not to be dc~ 
nmnded at any other for tho fjjace of twelve months. 

The diamond mines bLc aU other lands, arc the property 
of tho fovereign vrho receives a vaft revenue from the fanners 
admitted to irork m them. This revenue is certain, be tho 
fuccefi what It wdl nod oh diamonds above a particular and 

very 
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verj moderate weight, belong to the king The penalt}' of 
death, to all concerned in concealing a large ftone, is exe- 
cuted with the utmoft iigour, and is the caufe why fo few are 
fecn inEuiopp, except A\h6n aNazii Jing is murdeied^ / 

None but piinces who haie been as weak in ihcir intelle6ls ' 
as violent in their inclinations, haic diftielTed the merchants 
imdei then juiifdidtion, by outrages exceeding the common 
bounds of impofition, which the flayer}" of an Indian fpint 
contentedly receives as his lot 

lYhen the Euiopcans enteie'd India, they found atSuiat 
one of the gicatcll maits in the woild Arabia, Peilia, and 
China, verc from hcncc fupphed vith cloths, and all other 
piodudlious of the kingdom Later ve have known a 
merchant of that city the foie piopiietoi of tventy fliips, 
none of lefs burthen than five hundied tons at prefent 
the mei chants arc feen ruined by the Aiolenccs of an im- 
politic go\ eminent, and we now only hear of the tiade of 
tins city 

Some jeais ago the province of Qude, la 3 ung to the noith- 
vefi: of Bengal, became quite impovenflied b}’^ the excels of 
the cufloms and the fevcnty of the colledtois the trade 
went lound the proMnee, inftead of going through it Ildieu 
Munfurally Cawn, the piefent Vizii of the empire, obtained 
that Nabobfliip, he inftantly redlified the errois of his piedc-

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coDipiomifecl, lie iffues forth orders to Hop c^crj bianch ot 
tlieir in\ eftinents, Avhicli aic difperfed throughout the couuti v 
at great diftances from their principal fadtoiics 

It IS not to be e\pe€ted that navigation flioidd liave made 
gieat progicfs amongft fo enervated a people as thofe of 
Indoftan They are unflulful pradtitioneis, and uorfe tlico- 
iifts It is common to find a ]\Ioor fliip uafting thice years 
on a voyage which might eafily be pcifoimed m one, licucc 
the Europeans aie the geneial earners of tlie eaft 

With tlus adi antage, ivith the advantage of particulai fitu- 
ntioiis, the colonies abroad are enabled to cieate many prnatc 
foi tunes, vitliout interfering with the inteicfls of the com- 
panies on which they depend

Of the JVar 

The rudenefs of the military art in Indoftan can fcaice be 
imagined, but by thofe who ha\e feen it The infantiy coii- 
fifts m a multitude of people aflembled together v/ithout 
rcgaid to rank and file feme with fwofds and targets, who 
can neici hand the fliock of a body of hoifc^ fome beaiing 
match-locks, which in the beft of oidci can produce but a 
^crv uneoilam fiic fome armed with lances loo long or too 
weak to be of any fcrvicc, c\cn if ranged with the utmofi 
rcgularitv of difciphnc 
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liitllc reliance u therefor^ placed m tbia force. To kcqr 
mglit iiatclicsj and lo pllindei^ defencelefi people, u their 
grcatcfl fcmcc, except it- couiUlsiin thcinljemg a perquifito- 
to thur commnndcny rrho receive a fixed fpnee for cvei^ man,, 
and hire every man at a diiFermt and left pnee 

As the Moors are the lords of the country they are of 
confeqncnce the -wamoTS of iL Tbefo demo from Ibcir 
ongioolii, tbo Tartars the affe<Tioa which that people arc 
Ininouj for bearing toirards their horfe# and the love of 
eafe, in oil inclement cl i mate, has fixed this preference.

Every man bnngs bis own horfe, and offcni bimfelf to bo 
inliftcd The horfe, and not the man;, is carefully ciommed 
and according to the fire and value of the beaft, the mafter 
recei> cs his pay A good horfe will bnng thirty or forty 
rupees a month Sometime* an ofiiccr contra<S3 for a whole 
troop which he has rahUeth t 

A horfe in Indoftan is of four time* greater val^e than m 
Europe^ If the horfe is killed tbij man 15 ruined Strange 
that fuch a r^ulatiDn fliould be eUnblifhcd, as makes it the 
intcrcft of the foldiei* to fight oj hUlo as poffiblo. 

The pnvOeges of free booty and plunder together with 
fudden and iangnmaTy executions, in Ibme mcafurc check 
this confequcace The ojEcct who commands a troop which 
1 ho* 
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bility and fear muft be predonunant in facb as are infimtdy 
fufceptibk of the nunutcR imprefiions 
PerfoM of higbTunk and dilhnftion arc fcldom wanting m 
an intrepidity as little Csnfible to the apprehcnOons of danger 
as the puHnammity of tho lower and meaner people is incar 
pable of Tcfiiiing fuch impulfcs.

THE Dcfccndants of thofe J/oojs or Toiia 7 % •\\lio under 
tlic command of '(’amcil.inc conquered Indoflan, arc now ■ 
become exceedingly numerous, and, if collected logetlier, 
•would foim a icr}' populous nation 

But being difpcrfcd tlirougliout the laft extent of this 
cmpiie, their numbers ajijicar fo vcr3' fmall, uhcii compared 
to that of the Gentoos, who aic all the original people of the 
counti}', that nothing but an ciTcminacy and refigiiation of 
fpirit, not to be paralleled m the uorld, could make it con- 
cenable how thefc can remain fubjcdicd to maflci's whom 
they outnumber ten to one 

Tlic number of hlooi'b in the northern countiics, and about 
Delhi the capital, is found laftly to exceed that of the 
foiithern and more diflant proiinces 

In thcpiincipal cities of the proiinces, thej" arc likewife 
111 great numbeis, as forming the greatell paitof the foldierj^, 

01 depending upon the officers and offices of the government 
Out of thefe cities it is difficult to find a tiadc or manu- 
faiJlure cairied on b}' a IMooi.

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The Hoots m Indoftan may be divided into tiro kinds of 
people diitcnng in every refped excepting in the profeflioa 
of the fiuno religion Under the lirll are reckoned the de- 
feendauts of die-conqnerorB Tar tors continually naturalizing 
themfelvcs in Indoftan, througli the cncoumgcrncnt which 
their martial fpint is fure to Tcceivo Arabians and Pcrfians 
who have qiutted their oirn to feek tbe/r fortunes in thu 
country The fccond rank of floors comprehends oU the 
defeendants of converted Gentoos — a miferablc race, -as none 
but the moft mifcrablo of the Gentoo calls arc capable of

beft of his courtiers. Such is AHavcrdy Ivhan the prefent 
Nabob of Bengal and what is more Irngular m a perfon of 
hifl ftntion and religion, tins pnnee has always perfitled to 
hre the bufhantl of one wife. 

It remains to fpeak of the nuTitary refoluUon of the 
Moors, "Where all is maintained by tbe fword it is natural 
that the profeffion of a foldier fliould be the nenrcll road not 
only to honours but to powdr Every one urges on to be as 
high m the rank of ilarc* as he can and fome have eren 
affwSed mtuo* indepcn dance- A govcnior of n pronnee will 
fcarce bo able to raaintam it, if he is not a very brave man 
and at every inftant ready to cuter tho field nay fuch a 
digmty 15 rarely cooferred but upon fucli as liavp given 
proofs of their abdities to command an army in perfbn. 
Where courage u become ft> indifpenfible a qualification in 
nil who attempt to bettftr their fortunes in tho ftate, it js no 
wonder that we fee all of the higheft rank of Moors pofleffed 
of it m no contcmptiblo degree.

•i- ^ 
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fins, '5\ho are fond to excefs of the enjo 3 'mcnt of a domeftic 
life, and extiemcl)' fohcitous in the cares of it — fuch a people 
muft acquire humane and gentle manners. 

The Gentoos are very affedlionate parents, and treat their 
domeftics m ith great mildnefs Tliey are charitable, even to 
rchcMng the uecchities of ftiangers* and the pohtenefs of 
their behaMour IS icfincd by the natural effeminacy of their 
difpofition, to exceed c\en that of the IMoors 

The Avay of a dfefpotic government h,is taught them tlie 
ncceflit^'' of patience , and the codlnefs of their imagination 
enables them to pra6life it better than any people m the 
ivorld. They concene a contemptible opinion of a man’s 
capacit}'', v’ho betrays any impctuofity in his temper. 

Slaver 3 '^ has fliarpcned the natural finefs of all the fpints 
of Afia, from the difficult^' of obtaining, and the greater 
difficult}’^ of prefersing it, the Gentoos are indefatigable in 
bufinefs, and mailers of the moft exquifite diflimulation in 
all affairs of intereft They are the acutefl buyers and fellers 
;in the v orld, and prefer\ e through all their bargains a de- 
gree of calmncfs, ■which baffles all the arts that can bp 
oppofed againft it 

The children are capalile of afflfling them in then bufinefs at 
an age when ours fcarce begin to Icain It is common to fee

Noxeithelcfs it ma^ be aflerlcd, that i( ever fnpciftition 
piodnccd an nnncifal good, it is in Indofian, wlicic wc tee 
it the foundation of an unneiful benevolence. 

The Injneinc good of the Biacliinans feenis to centci m 
the idea of plenty enjoyed in jieace d'lie} quit not the

and lodging of paflengcrB fpaaoua ponds dag for ^ho cafe 
of tho labourer nnd the convenience of the inhabitunta 
daily diflnbution of vifiuals given to the poor — fuch efietSs 
concur to give us nn idea of tho chanty of the Gentoos not 
ciceeded by that of the pmftice of Chnflians 

The Brachmans thcmfclvcs profefi grxrat hofpitahty and 
by this addrefi preferve that extreme veneration trhich other 
■wife would bo IqII through tho cffHb of envy m a detcllation 
of their im[)ofitiQns ^ 

For bo from me the mnhgnity of attributing to tho weak 
nofi of human nature, the eflwSs which might juftly bo given 
to its Tirtne* were not the Gentoos infamons for the want 
of generofity and gratitude m aH the commerces of friend 
flap were they not a tnckmg deceitful people, m all their 
dealings their chanty could not be deemed to anfe from the 
mfiucnce of fupeifhtiom 

A very ftrange cofrom prevails m fome parts of India a 
Brachman xlevotes himfelf to death, by eating until he cx 
pircs with tho forfeit It is no wonder that fuperilition is 
convmced of tho necoffity of cramming the pnefl when 
be pTofefle* to eat like a cormorant through a pnnaplc of 
rehgionu

I lia\r imputed this to inlolhgent Gentoos, uho h.ave con- 
feded the luflicc of the accufation, and h.ue not fciupled to 
gi\c then opimoiib concerning it 

A Gentoo, fay the}', is not only bom with a fpiiit of moie 
fubtile imcntioii, but b}' his Icmpciance and education be- 
comes more capalilc of altcnlion to affairs, than a Moor, 
who no fooiicr obtains power, than he is loft m voluptuouf- 
nefs, he becomes a. am and loidly, and cannot difpenfe with 
faliatmg the impulfcs of his fcnfual appetites whereas .a 
Gentoo prince retains m his Duibai the fame fpirit which 
would actuate him if keeping a fliop. A^.allce is his predo- 
minant pafl'ion, and all the wiles, addrefs, cunning, and 
pcrfci erance, of which he is fo cxqinfite a maftcr, aie exerted 
to the utnioft in fulfilling the didtates of this mcc, and his 
- religion, niftead of nifpiring, frees him fi 0111, the renioifc of 
his crimes, for wliilft he is haratling and plundering his 
people b} the moft cniel oppreffioiis, he is making jicacc 
with Ins gods b} denying nothing to then piicfts 

The prefent king of Traveiieoie has conquered or carried 
war into all tlie countiies iilnch la}' round his dominions, 
and lues in the continual cxeicifc of Ins aims To atone for 
the blood winch he has fpilt, the Brachmans perfuaded him 
that it was neceffary he ftiould be born anew this cere- 
mony confiftcd m putting the pinice into the liody of a 
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golden cow of immenfe value, where, after he had laid the 
tunc prefenbed, ho came out r^encrated and freed from 
all the crimes of ha former life. The cow was afterwards ent 
up and divided amongft the saant who had mvented this 
extraordinarj’ method for the remilfion of his fins.

Of the Latvs of Indofan 

A government depending upon no other principle than 
tlic mil of one, cminot be fuppofed to admit any abfolute 
laws into its conftitution , for thefe vould often mterfeie 
with tliatnill 

There arc no digefis oi codes of laws cxifting in Indoftan . 
tlic Tarim'S who conquered this countrj’' could fcmccly read or 
•write, and when they found it iinpollible to coni eit them 
to j\Iahomcdanifin, left the Gentoos atlibcity to follow their 
own religion 

To both thefe people (the lords and Haves of this empire) 
cnllom and religion haic gi\cn all the regulations which arc 
at tins time obfened in IndoRan The fandlion of fuch im- 
pieflions continue the policies of tins empire, fuch as they 
are, with a conllancy not exceeded in Icgiflatures founded 
upon the beft of pimciples 

A detail of thefe cuftonis and pohcies is not to be e\- 
pedted A whole life fpent in fuch enquiries, would at the 
end remain ignorant of the hundredth part of them every 
province has fifty fedts of Gentoos , and every fedt adheies 
to different obfervances. My intent is only to give a general 

idea 
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idea of tlie fources of civil and cnminal cafca, and of the 
jnctliods of proccfs by irhich they are adjudged

It li n maxim tljat civil mlbtutions will always be found 
infinitely more circumrcnljcd and much lefs complicated m 
defpotick thitc*, than in thofe of liberty If thefe m lodoflan 
ore found lefii frequent than xn freer government^ they ccr 
tainly are more than could bo eipaftcd m one fo nbCblute 
and thiB I flioU endeavour to account for 

No property m lands admits of difputes concchung them 
The flavery to irhich the nghts of parent nnd hufband ful>- 
jc<Sj the. female (who neither lunongE the Moors or Gentoos 
IS fuflered to appear before any of the other fex except her 
nearell relations) abohllies nt once all fvuts of downci, di 
Torce, jointurei, and fottlcmcnti but if thefo two of the 
fundamental caufes of difppte are removed the other two 
remain commerce npd inhcntnnces are permitted; and 
naturally prodneo contentions, 

CAP III 

JnJteniancfJ and Coswiera! pcnmtted and yrow htnee Cnd 
Cafti artfc tn Indq/ian 

Althoudh the notion of abfoluto power admits of nothing 
which can be tan&fycd from its grafp, whence the king ns 
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in othci dcfpotick ftates, may, if he pleafes, become heir to 
any man m his kingdom , yet cuftom has not eilabhflied 
this light to him in Indoftan, and thefe perhaps are the 
rcafons rvh}’- neither the hloors or Gentoos have been fub- 
jc6tcd to it 

1 All the political inhitutions of the Gentoos aie fo 
blended vith the idea of lehgion, that this is geneially ef- 
fc(^cd vheic thefe arc conccincd The foftnefs of manneis 
■which thefe people icccnc fiom the climate, has fi\ed all 
then attention to the fokices of a domeftick life Tliere arc 
not moie tender patents, or better mafteis, in the -woild 
fuch a people will make wills in fatoui of then offspring 
and the prince finds himfelf leftiamed by polic}' fioin effab- 
lifliing a right fo utteil}’^ fliocking to the natuie and difpo- 
fition of the fubjedt He is hkcwife reflramed by religion, 
the name of God iinoked in the teftament of a Gentoo, 
gives it as facred an authority as wnth thofe wdio have better 
notions of a Deity , and the Brachman is too much interefted,- 
as father of a famil}’', to fandtify a pradliee which would 
affedl his own propeity Thus the Gentoo piinces weie 
ncter feen to affeit this nght, excepting tvhen avaiice had 
got fo far the afeendant, as not only to confound all their 
notions of polic}’^, but even to make them look on leligion as 
the piejudice of education 

2 The Moors, in the firft outrages of conqueft, doubtlefs 
poffeffed themfelves of all kinds of property but when the 

Gentoos 
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Gentoos would not be converted and wore left to U»o obferv 
nnco of their own ntes^ the right of teftnmonts wns continuetl 
and ftjll fubfilb amcmgfl Ihem The Gentoos, bj their fub 
liltj and application find many means of gaming wealth 
under tho iloora ond this wealth they dc\olvc by will to 
their male children The obftndcs which thefo may meet 
with m taking pofleflion will be eiplamed hereafter 

3 The idea of being fcDow-conquerore the complacency 
anfing from perpetual vaRones the immenfe wealth which 
thefe conquefts afforded might have been the caufes which 
prevented the firft Mahomedan pnnea of Indofian from 
clhibliiLiag amongft tbofc of their own religion this utmofl 
effort of abfolutc power They were contented with knowmg 
tlmt they had at all tunes the power to ft ire without declaring 
that they intended to mhent every man s property 

4 When the kingdom came to be divided into diffiniS 
pnjTinces when many of thefe provinces rendered their 
Nabobs almoft independant of the throne it would have 
been the height of impolicy to have attempted fuch an 
mlbtution jt would have been impoffible to have cf 
feded rt. 

5 Had the throne attempted fuch violence upon fuch 
fubje<£b as were more irnmfediatcly witbm it^ reach, the next 
province, or if not that, one beyond it would have ulTordcd 
on afylum where n part of fbe perfccuted wealth bellowed 
with addrels, could not fad to procure fafely and prolctRion 
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•tc tlieiremaindei * efpeciall.v jf the heirs, as llic}' doubtlelsly 
would, took fanifluai}' imUi piinceB, trho eithei -wcic dih- 
jatisfied 'tt-ith, 01 difiegarded, the aiithoiit} of the court 
jience confufioris and ic^olts ma,v be fiieno-thened, if not 
piodftcetL 

6 If a Nabob tliought histpower fufhciently -cftabhflied to 
peipetiate, and fliouW attempt the violence of fuch acqui- 
htions, the fubjedl would remove to the government of (he 
neighbpurmg pinice, whom he would piobably find in a ftate 
of wai with him fiom whofe outiases he had fled 

.If the right of inheritance in the ibvereign were as chime- 
rical a notion as it appears inconflflent with the exifteuce of 
a poweiful nation, I fliould not have infifted upon thefe 
conjectures, but tlus light is .certainly eflabliflied in the 
dominions of theTuik and theempeiormf Japan is not 
only the abi'olule Joid of the piopeity of his fubjedts, but is 
likcwife fo, in the utinoft fignification of the term, over their 
pel tons, which he matfacres and toituies at his plcafure, at 
fome tunes e\teiminating a wdiole ci^ for tlie offence of a 
flnsile man

The different methods of-iiiheiitance amongtl the Gentoos, 
are fettled by their religion, according to the different caffs 
bj which they" are diftinguiflied In general, the females are 
recommended to the caie of the bi others, and thefe aie com- 
monly ordered to divide equally foinetimes firft coufiiiSj 
efpecially if born undci the fame roof, fliare equally with the 
brothers fometiraes the fii’ft wife of the deceafed is mtrpfted 
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Midi the tnanogemcnt of the ■whole efiate dunng life — A 
ctrftom attended with no coufcqaenccs prejudicial to the 
children as Ihe cannot enter into a fecond mamage It is 
always recommouded by the parent, that the houfe^ if in a 
way of trade be not divided and as furely it happens that 
divilions enfae amongft the heirs * 

If the rights of inheritance are feen to he a fourcc fronr 
Tihctice a mulUphaty of litigations may anfo m Indoflan tlio 
free eiercife of commerch will be found to produce iliH morr 
frequent occalions of difpute. 

The Timed and eitcnfivo commerce irhich exdls m In 
dollan both by fca and land is more than can be imagined 
by thofe who are tmacquamted with the multi phaty anct 
value of the produftions of this wealthy empire the high 
roads are full of caravons the na:Tigable nvers of boats the 
teft-coafla of barqnes and fbips with the ncheft cargoes 
make voyages from one part of the kmgdom to another 

CAP IV 

Spirit of tlik Aloort and of the Gen/oo*, m Utigioia Coniaitioni 

It may not be thought nnnecelTary to view the difpofitions 
of the people of Indoftan in hbgions contentions. 

The Moore hold the office of a ibnbe m contempt com- 
merce therefore cannot be held by them m honour The 
Moore who engage m it have nothing but the name of the 
merchant the buCncfs is tranthSed by fome fubtde Gentoo 
who when he wants his mnftcx to confirm a bargain is fure 
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to find him m Ihe women’s apartment, orialling alleep ovei 
his Kaloon^. Nothing is fo indolent as a Mooi out of the 
track of ambition . he will leadily compromife a caufe, if he 
entertains the leall doubt of gaming it, and if there is a 
neceffity of piofecutmg it, he fends a Gentoo to the Durbar, 
as his rep refen tative fohcitoi. 

That pufillammity and fenfibihty of fpirit, which renders 
the Gentoos incapable of fupportmg the contentions of dan- 
ger, difpofes them as much to profecute litigious contefts. 
No people aie of more inveterate and fteady lefentmeiits in 
civil difputes, I’lie only infiancc m which they feem to have 
a contempt for money, is their profufion of it m procuring 
the redrefs and revenge of injuries at the bar of julbce. 
Although tliey can, with great refignation, fee themfelves 
plundered to the utmoft by then fuperiors, they become mad 
with impatience when they think themfelves defrauded of 
any parfof then property by their equals Nothing can be 
more adapted to the feminine fpii it of a Gentoo, than the^ 
ammofities of a law-fuit.

Of the Adminijh ation of Jifiice m Civil Cafes 

The fupenonty of their numbers in eveiy piovince of,. 
Indoftan, may have fiift given rife to the cuftom of de- 
volving the office of Duan upon a Gentoo. and the fenfe

No man a refilled aceefir to the Dnrbar or l^t of judg*- 
meat wIucIl is expoled. to a large area, capable of coni' 
tainmg the multitude here julhcOy or the appearance of ib 
IS adminiftcred upon all but fclhval day*, by the Doan 
if the Nabob is ebfent or by a deputy in the abfenco- 
of tho Dnam 

The plaintiff difcovers himfelP by crying aloud, JhibceL 
Jufiicel until attention ii-gnen to his importmiato clamours- 
Ho Is then ordered to be filent, and to adrance before his 
judge to whom after having proftrated himfclf/ and made 
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Ills ofFenug of a piece of money, lie tells Ins ftory m the 
plameft manner, ii itli great humility of voice and gefture, 
and without any of tliofe oratorical embellifhments which 
compofe an art m freer nations 

Tlie wealth, the confequence, the intereft, or the addrefs 
of the party, become now the only confiderations He vifits 
his judge ill pnvatc, and gives the jar of oil his adveifary 
bellows the hog, winch breaks it. The fi lends who can 
influence, intercede, and, excepting where the cafe is fo 
manifeftly proved as- to brand the failure of redrefs with 
glaring infamy (a reftiaint which human nature is bom to 
reverence) the value of the bribe afcertams the juftice of 
the caufe 

Tins is fo avowed practice, that if a fti anger fliould 
enquire, how much it would coft him to recover a juft debt 
from a creditor who evaded payment, he would every wheie 
receive the fame anfwer — the government will keep one- 
fourth, and give you the reft 

Still the foims of juflice fubfift* witnefles aie heard, but 
brow-beaten and removed proofs of writing produced , but 
deemed forgeries and rejedlcd, until the way is cleared for a 
decifion, which becomes totally or partiall}’^ favourable, in 
proportion to the methods which have been ufed to render rt " 
fuch , but ftill with fomc attention to the confequeiices of a 
judgment^ which would be of too flagrant iniquity not to pro- 
duce univeilal deteftation and refen tment 

The qmckneft of decifions wdiich pre\ ails in Indoftan, as 
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^ell ni m all other dcfpoUc governments, ought do longer 
to be admired As (bon as the judge is ready every thing 
that IS ncccflary is ready there ore no tcdions bnefs of enfei, 
no various interpretations of nn inBnity of laws, no metho- 
dixed forms and no harangues to keep the parties longer 
in fufpence. 

Providence has, at particular fenfous, blefTcd the mifenes 
of tbcfo people with theprcfcncc of a righteous judge. The 
raft reverence and reputabon which fuch hai 0 acquired, arc 
but too melancholy a proof of the infrequency of fuch a 
chaiatficr The hiftoiy of their judgments and dcaGons is 
tranfimtted down to poflenty and is quoted with a 
complacency on every occafioru Stones of this nature 
Jiipply the place of proverbs In thfe convcrlationi of aH the 
people of Indoftan nnd are opphed by them with great 
propriety

Tnc abnlcs of pubhc julhee naturally produced the pretb- 
Tcnce of private arbitra^ons thefe would foon have removed 
nH caufes from the tribunal of the fovereign all arbitrations 
are therefore prohibited, excepting under the mfpedioni end 
lellntffaons of the Durbar which coufinm fuch umpire as are 
defired or elc^ fuch as are dreaded conformable to the 
complacency or difpleafure which have been inlpired by the 
addrels of Ihe parties.

It IS veil knovn that tbo emperor is cooimouly the moft, 
Ignorant man m ha dominions, of the -tmofailions of hia 
gorernment. Xho lordly miniftcr vho thus excludes ell 
fobs from hi5 mailers inQxnftion, fabja&s them ja» much lo 
his own The caliaJs, the capnee the ncrohitions of a 
court, ere every hour to he dreaded every vic^crent 
if not of ovcrgTovn authority and he is never vrithont 
eoemies and nvnb ready to exaggerate all preterits for fup- 
planting him 

From the unpreflion of thefo rcftimnts, frreh as they are 
the forms of jufticc are revered m all the govemmentB of 
ladoflan as much as the reahty of it m abufed

Faou the rmiircflion of fuch rcftranits, ve hkeiTile fee no 
of Tiolcnce committed bnt under tbo maft of juftice. 

At foon as a man becomes confpicuous for bis pofleffions, 
and begmt to defpife keeping meaforcs snth the Ihirbar by 
negle^mg to fopply the Tolunlniy contributions vhich ans 
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e\p6^i;e(i fio^ft iiifti, inftead of giving him pbifon, winch 
Wolild bdt aftf^ei lli6 end pio'pb'fcd, as his lieafures aie 
bulled) he is befctXsith fpies, eomfnonly of hiS own domeflics, 
who lepolt bien to the ilnmlteft of his actions oifeis fiom 
difcontcnted paities aie made to him, a comraeice -Mith the 
enemies of the proMiicc is prbpofed, if he avoids thefe 
fnares, a piofitable poll m the government is tendered to 
hmi> which if he accepts, his rum is at hand, as the flighteft 
of the A illanics pradtifcd ih e\ eVy branch of it, becomes foun- 
dation fufficient to render him a pulilic ciiminal fliould he 
liaise efcaped this too, it rchiains tliat fome moie glaring and 
dcfpCrate meafuic of miquitous juliice hurr}’- him to de- 
ftiu6lion. Let the following example fuggeft and fupply the 
many ivliich might be produced 

A A^ery wealthy houfe of Gentoo bankers Aveie adraohiflied 
at hluxadavad of the Nabob's neccflities for money and 
better A'^erfed m the arts of araaffing, than in the methods 
neceffary to preferve then riches, they prefented a fum mucli 
more agieeable to then OAvn aA^arice, than to the expedlations 
of their perfecutors None of the ufual fnaies weie likely to 
fucceed Avith people of their excefln e caution One of the 
dead bodies, which are contmually floating ujron the iivcr 
Ganges, happened to be throAvn afliore under thn wall of 
their dwmllmg-houfe, wLich Avas immediately funounded by 
the officeis of the civil magiflmte, and nothing heaid but-^ 
execrations againtl thefe devoted criminals, who w^ere pro- 
claimed the murderers of a fon of Mahomed. The chief of 
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The oiBces m the ciril umgdtmtc nrc comprutfd m an 
iniUtution vrhicb is too peculiar to lodoftan to be exprefled 
by any word m oar language 

In every cit} and m ercry confidcniblc town is appointed 
a guard dirc<9;cd by proper ofticcrs, vbofo duty it is to 
coerce and punifli all fuch enmes and nnfdcmcanors as afie€l 
the policy of that diilndl, and has at the fame time of too 
Infamous or of too iniigoificnot a nature to bo adnutted be 
fore Uie more folemn tnbijnal of the Durbar TTicffe mmdlcrs 
of jullice arc called the Catwall and a building bearing the 
fame namo is allotted for their conltant refort. 

At this place are perpetually beard the chmfours of the 
populace foroe deinandiug redrefe for the injujy of a blow 
or a bad name others for a frand in the commerce^ of fer- 
tjmigs one wants affifianc^ to tahe^ another: haa "hiketL a 
thief fonje offering tbemfelres for boudfineq others called 
upon for witncfles The cnes of wretches, imdct the feonrge, 
and the groans of cipinng cnminali, coniplcto d feerrt of 
perfcift mitery aud CQufufioa ) i 

After thelb employments of the day parties, are fent from 
the Catwajl tfi patreln and watch through the town by 
night 

The intelligence which the Catwall confiantly rccavct, of 
ercry lrania(3ion which pafles withm the hmits of its junf-' 
di6boD renders dvery capable of nib/hi^g- the fupenor powers 
of the gqveraraent in.thaiJtfyftem.ofi opprolBons, 

Gentooo who bare commerce with pubhc womerL Mocr&< 
^ who 
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who are addided to drinking fpintuous liquors , all perfons 
who hazaid money in gaming, — fuch are fubjed to be 
narroivly watched by the Catwall, and, when detected, find 
tliat nothing but money can exempt them from pubhc 
dilgrace 

In fuch goveinments where the fupenors are loft to all 
fenfe of humanity, the moft execrable of villanies aie perpe- ’ 
trated by this mftitution, defigned to pi event them 

The Catwall enters into tieaty with a band of robbers, who 
receive from hence the intelligence necefiary to diredt their 
exploits, and in letum pay to it a ftipulated portion of their 
acquifitions befides the conceflions neceflhry to fecure im- 
punity when detected, one part of the band is appointed to 
break into houfes, anothei afiaults ' the traveller upon the

road, a third the merchant upon the nvei *' I have feen thefc 
regulated i illains-' commit murdei’s^Tu the face of day, with 
fuch defperate audacity as nothing but the confidence of 
protection could infpiie 

In jurifdiCtions of narrow limits hmf little importance, it is

cuftomary to blend the Durbafmnd Catwall in one tnbunaT 
In thefeall caufes wherein money and propeity are in con- 
tention, thofe wherein tlie terror . of his pi efence is necef- 
Jary to fupport the intended extoEtaonp>~fuch are biought 
before the governor of the diftiiCl, who leaves to inferior 
minifters the execution of what are properly the duties of 
the Catwall.

EFFEMINACY, &c. 


EUROPEANS underftand by tbe Eaft Indies, all tbe 
countnes and empires, -winch laj^mg to the fouth of Tartary, 
extend from the eaflern fiontiers of Perfia to the eaftem 
coafts of China The iflands of Japan are hkewife included, 
in this denomination, as are all the Malay iflands, m which 
the Dutch have fuch valuable pofTeffions, and which extend 
to the fouthward as far as the coafts of New Holland, alid to 
the eaflward to lands unknown 

The dommion of the Great Mogul, to which the name of 
India can only with propiietj' be applied, are defignated in 
Alia as well as m Em ope, bj^ the kingdom of Indostan , and 
although the hloguls aie not matters of aU the countiies which 
are accepted under this denomination, j^et there aie very few 
tiadts which have not fonneily been, oi which are not at 
prefen t, fubjedi or tributaiy to hlahomedans 

That part of the weftem fide of Indoftan, which is not 
bounded b}’’ the fea, is feparated from Perfia and the Ulbeg 
Taitary by defaits, and by thofe mountains which were

known to the ancients under the name of Paropanufus Tlie

bonndaij and embraces more than one half of the-kingdom 
of Indoftan thero arc few empn^ of which nature has 
more llrongly(,iniiiked the outline. i 

The moft northem parts of this empire la>'ing m the 35th 
degree of latitode and the moft femthem in the 8th the dif 
tance from the northern to the foutliem extrcmitj is more 
than l,6£0 geographical miles the grcatdj extent from eaft 
to weft 13 about l 500 mDes » ^ ii 

This great extent of country lias from the earheft anti 
qmtj been inhabited bj a people who have no refcmblancc, 
cither in their 6gurc» or manners with any of the nations' 
■vfhich arc contiguous to them and although thele^ nations 
have at different time* fent conquerori amongft them, who 
have eftabhlhed themfflves in different parts of the counfar 
although the Mdgul Tartars under Tamerlane and his fne- 
ceffors have at laft rendered thcmfelvcs lords of olmoft the 
whole of it, yet have the original inhabitants loft very httlc 
of their ongmal chaiaifter by tbefe mixtures contrafy to the 
effeiSx of conqueft m nil the Chniban and m moft of the 
Mahomedan ciqpires, m which Cyrus, Verangetonx and 
C«e£ar if nfen from dead, could not diftmgmih any traces 
SeeTtronltT, tlfo Mr D AnriUc • XUp o( Indk. 
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of tlic men obcNcd them in Pcifui, in Gaul, dnd m Italy, 
but this might Poius m India^ on the lei}’ fpot m uhich he 
fubimttcd to Ale\andei

licrfclf null ihc corpfc ol her hufband, in the nrui> of Lunicncs She diftribulcs 
her ornnincntb lunongfi: her inends and rclnlions as a pledge of her regard to 
(hcnsnnd as a innrL or her dt fire to he rcniLinbired h} tliein Tliefc ornnmpnth 
are a great number ol rings let nuh precious Itoncs of all eolonrs nlneh file

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ore fufp ended tincc m the jenr for the fpace of twentj 
or thirty day* “whiHl one of Iho reigning Tnndi u loftng and 
the other acquiring firongfh The foutliom mnds, pailing 
through regions inflamed by a perpendicular fun and nccom- 
panying its npproacli diminifli notlung of its mflncnco tiie 
feafon pf their duration is therefore very hot indeed The 
northern mnds after having fcoured the vaft plains of 
Tartary receive additional keenncGi m their poffhge over the 
fummits of mount Caucafus, covered mth otoraal Ciovrs 
tho} bring intcnfo cold into the countnos which lay at tlie 
foot of thefe mountains but do not cany more than a vdiy 
moderate degree of it beyond the 30th degree of latitude 
for as durmg the whole time of tlicir continuance the air is 
pare and unclouded the fun haa always heat nt noon and fo 
much ID the fouthem parti of India ai to give 'Euro pea ns very 
httlc if any fenfe of cold not more than that of the month 
of Jane in England 

The texture of ihe human frame in India, feemi to bear 
proportion with tlie ngidity of the liorthem monfoon ns that 
does with the diflanco from Tartory hut ai in the foathcra 
monfoon heats arc felt at the veiy foot of mount Cauenfos, 
intcnfo as in any part of India^ very few of the inhabitants 
of Indoftnn are endowed with tho nervoau ftreugth or 
athletic fixe, of the robuftoft nations of Europe. 

On tho contrary fouthward of Lahore we fee tbroughoot 
India a race of men whofc make, phyfiognoray and muf 
cular flrcngth convoy ideas of an cfibmmacy which furpnxes 

when 
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when purfued thiough fuch numbers of the Ipecies, and when 
compared to the fonn of the European who is making the 
obfervation The failoi no fooner lands on the coaft, than 
natuie dictates to him the full refult of this'comparifon , he 
brandiflies his flick m fpoit, and puts fifty Indians to Sight 
m a moment; confirmed in his contempt of a pufillanimitj 
and an incapacity of refiftance, fnggefted to him by then phy- 
fiognomy and foim, it is well if he lecolledts that the poor 
Indian is flill a taan 

'Tlie mufcular flrength of the Indian is flill lefs than might 
be expedted fioimthe appearance of the texture of his fiame. 
Two Enghfli fawyers have performed in one day the work of 
thirty-two Indians allowances made foi the difference of 
dextenty, and the advantage of European mflruments, the 
difparity is llill very great , and would have been more, had 
the Indian been obliged to have woiked with the mftruinent 
of the Euiopean, as he would fcarcely have been able to 
have wielded it 

As much as the labourer in Indoftan is deficient m the 
capacit}’^ of exeiting a great deal of fliength at an onfet, fo 
IS he endowed with a certain fupplenefs thioiigliont all his 
frame, -which enables bun to work long in his own dcgiee of 
laboui , and which renders thofe contoi lions and pofturcs, 
which would Clamp the inhabitant of northern regions, no 
conflramt to him There are not more extiaoidmaij'^ tum- 
blers in the world Tlieir meffengers will go fifty miles a 

day, 
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day for tveuty or liiirly dap mthoat mtennilSon Their 
infiintry march fafter and with left weannds, than Euro- 
peans but could not march at oil if they were to cany the 
feme baggage and accoutrements i 

Exceptions to this general dciwfl of nervous firength ate 
found m the inhabitants of the mountains which run m ranges 
of vanous diretflions throughout the continent of Indoftam 
In thefe even under the tropic, Europeans have met with 
n fevage whofe bow they could fcarcely draw to the head of 
a formidable arrow tinged with the blood of tigers whofc 
feins he offers to falo, Eiceptioni to tho general placid 
countenance of the Indians, are fonnd m the inhabitants of 
the woods, who hving chidfly on their chacc and perpetually 
alarmed by fammons and attacks from the princes of the 
plains, for tributes withheld or ravages committed wear an 
air of difmay fafpicion treachery and wildnefi, which ren 
ders tliem hideous and would render them tembic, if their 
phjfiognomy carried m it any thing of the fierceneli of the 
mountaineer 

The tlntnrc of the Indian is vanous tho northern inhabi- 
tant » os tall ns the generality of our own nation more to 
the loath their height dimmifhes remarkably and on the 
coafr of Coromandel we meet «^th manv whofe fraturo would 
appear dwarfiff} if this idea was not taken ofi'by the flimneA 
and rcgiUanty of their figure. Brought into tho world with 
a facihty unknown to tho labonrs of European Tromcn

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nevei fliackled 111 then infancy bj ligatures , fleeping on 
their backs without pillows, they are m general veiy ftraight, 
and there aie few deforrricd perfons amongft them 

Labour produces not the fame eflfedt on the human frame 
111 Indoftan as in othei countnes the common people of all 
forts aie a dimmutive'race, in comparifon with thofe of highei 
cafts and better fortunes , and yield ftill more to them m all 
the advantages of ph3"lioguomy Piohibited from marrjung 
out of their refpedlive tribes, every call feems to prefen e its 
refpeflive proportion of health and beauty, in faulty and 
uglmefs Theie is not a handfomer lace in the nniverfe, than 
the Banians of Guzeiat. the Haramcores, whofe bufinefs is

to remove all lands of filth, and the buiyers and burncis of 
dead bodies, are as lemaikablj’ ugl}’- 

Nature feems to have fliow'ered beauty* on the fairer fcx 
throughout Indoftan, wuth a more lavifli hand than m’moft 
other countries They are all, without exception, fit to be 
maiTied before thirteen, and w'nnkled before thirty' — flowci& 
of too flioit a duration not to be delicate, and too delicate 
to laft long Segregated from the company of the other fev, 
and ftrangers to tlie ideas of attracting attention, they aic 
onl}-- the handfomer for this ignorance, as we fee m them, 
beauty in the noble fimphcity of nature Hints hai^e ahead\ 
been given of their phyfiognom}'^ their Ikins are of a polilh 
and foftnefs beyond that of all then rivals on the globe a 
ftatuary w'ould not fucceed better in Greece itfclf, m his

If wo confider the Impoffibilty of a ftranger being admitted 
into any one cad to which a Bramin mil adminiftcr any of 
his faccrdotal faodlions, and the umverialiroftndHon of mar 
nago to perfoDs of the lame cad we flialJ not be furpnzed to 
find that the Indian hai preferred his phyfiognomy from a 
Tcfcmblancc mth any of his *neighbours 

JJontclquieu attnbntcs mneh to the cffcdl of chinate and 
his cntics impotc to him, to have nttnbuted much more to 
this cffcid than he really docs- It is certain that there is no 
climate in winch wo may not find the fame eflefls prcxluced 
ID tlio human fpecies, ns in chmatcs entirely different in Ctu 
ation, and in every other circuraftanco The Svbantcs, whofc 
territory was not more than a days journey from tliq country 
of the Uoratu the Cincinnati and the Scipios, were more 
effeminate than the fiibjc<Efa of Sardanapnlofl and there are 
Syhantes nt tins day w the country of Veicingctonx. Fiiq 
Bntons, althougli tliey poffclk at this day all thq courage of 
llicw painted ancoffors, ■who beat the grcaicft general of tlie 
world out of their country hre doubUefs incapable of bearing 
like them the fatigues and hardfiiipp of a campaign i 

But it would be to contradi<Jl all-out feelings, not to allow 
llmt it 18 much more difficult to bring the human race to 
particular habits m focnp cohntnes than la others To m*ke 
a Sybantc 6f an inhabitant of the 50th degree of labtpdc, 
f infinite 
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infinite inientions iniift have been earned to tlie gieateft 
dcgiec of peifcdtion apailnients imift be clofcd and fuelled 
fo asto lendei the alteiations of fealons little fcntible to liiniv 
be iniift be earned in \cliicleb contiived to be as ivaim as 
the apaitinenls ho leaves, and almoft as eafy as the chair 
in vhieli he fluinbcis his food mull be cieiy thing that is 
not fimplc 

To produee the fame elledl in fuch a ehmatc and fuch a 
country as Indoflan, nothing is nccctfaiy but to give the man 
his dail} food ddie effctT of the fun on the pcifpiration ol 
the human body, togcthci with the foltncfb of the an, icn- 
deis this fccretion in India moie powciful than the effedt of 
laboui m other eountiies Tlie avknaid eonfiiaint uifing 
fiom left in northcin climates, is the call of natnie to 
till on off fomcthing obnoxious to the habit, 01 to quicken 
the circulation into vaimth Senfible of neithei of thefe 
impulfes, and fatislied vith the picfent fenfe of eafe, the 
inhabitant of Indoftan has no conception of any thing fa- 
lutai}'^ m the ufe of exeicifc, and iccening no agieeablc 
fenfalion fiom it, efteems it, in thofe not obliged to it by 
neceftlt}, ridiculous, or the effedt of a difcontented fpiiit

or refervoini of wntcr hare overflown This flendcr mflnunent 
of his agncnlture, yoked to a pair of dinunutire and fecblo 
oxen IS traced with fcarce the imprellion of a farrow over 
the grotmd which is afterwards fown The remaiorng labour 
con efts m fuppljtag the held with woter which is generally 
cfic^lcd by no greater a toil than rindommmg the canals, 
which derive from the great refervoir If m fotne places this 
water IS drawn from wells, m moft parts of India it is fujiphcd 
by ram as the nco in thofe parts, when the ramy feafon is 
of two or three months duratioa is alwa^-s fown jaft before 
this feafon begins- When reaped the women feparate thp 
gnun from the huflt m wooden mortars, or it a trampled by

A gram obtained with Co little lahoar has the property of 
being the moft eafily digcftible of any preparation nfed for 
food, and is therefore the only proper one for fuch on cffemi^ 
nato race as I have defenbed* There is wheat in India 
it 15 prodneed only m the fljarper regions, where nce will not 
Co eafily grow and where the cnltiratofacqtzires a firmer fibre 
than the mhabltant of the plain.

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traction prefei it to rice, as mucli as an Indian lejedls a 
nounfliinent irhicli he cannot well digeft even in its finefl 
preparation. 

"Water is the only dunk of every Indian refpedtable enough 
to be admitted into their affembhes of public worfhip, as aU 
luebiiating liquors aie forbore thiough a principle of lehgion , 
not that the foil is m anting in productions proper to compofe 
the moll intoxicating, nor themfelves m the art of prepaimg 
them for the outcalls of their own nation, or others of 'per-

fuafions diffeient from then own, who chufe to get drank. 
They have not equally been able to refrain from the ufe of 
Ipices, and thefe the hottell, without which they nevei make 
a meal Ginger is produced m their gaideus as eafily as 
radiflies aie in ours, and chilh, the highell of all vegetable 
productions ufed foi food, infomuch that it will bhftei the 
Ikin, grows fpontaneoufl}^ tliefe, with turmeric, are the piin- 
cipal ingredients of then cookery, and 'by their plenty aie 
always within the reach of the pooreft A total abftmence 
from ammal food is not fo generally obfcrved amongft them 
as IS imagined , even the Bramins will eat fifli , but as they 
nevei piepaie cithei fifli 01 flefli without mixing them with 
muchgieatei quantities of fpices than Euiopeans fuffei m 
then lagouts, ammal food nevei makes moie than the flighteft 
poition of their meal, and the prefeicnce of vegetables, of 
which they have various kinds 111 plenty, is decifively maiked 
amongfl; them alL The cow is facied every where milky 
fiom a fuppolcd lefemblance with the amortam or neClar of

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4lietr iSfrcligionily eftccrp,^ Ukj purcft, of fotxls, md rc 
ceires tho prpfcnrace to \cgetable» m their upimflimcnt. ^ 
If tbo ncc barvefU Ihould fail vhich fomctimM Lappcns 
in fomo parts of India, there arc ipfmy-othcr refources to pre 
vent t)ic inbahitnnt from penfbmg there ^irc grains of a 
coarfcT kind an^ larger volume than nee irhidi require not 
tbe Cune conUnnntiOD of heat, and at tlie fame time the tame 
fuppbes of \rater to be brought to perfe&on there arc roots, 
iuch as the Indian potatoc, puldifli and othpra^of the turnip 
Lind which without manure acquire a larger fire than the fame 
fpecics of rentable in Europe, ^vhen olliftcd mth all the arts 
of ognculturc, although much infenor to thofo of Peru of 
which Garcdafla della Vega gives fo afloniniing a defcnption 
there arc ground fruits of thc^ pumpkin and melon kini, 
which come to matnntj witJt the fame facditj and of which 
a Cngle one is fuffiaent to furnifh a meal for three perfons, 
who receive fufficient ^ounflmicnt from this flendcr dict^ 
Tho fhiit trees of other countnes fumilii dehcocics to the 
mhabitant, and fcarcelv any thing more m India there are 
many winch fbrmih at once a delicacy and no contemptible 
pounfliment the palm and the coco trees give m Uieir large 
nuts a jjelatmous fubftance, on which men, when forced to 
the cxpcnencc by neceffity have fnbfifted for fifty days the 
jack Ireeprodocei a nch, glewy and nutntzioihnt the papa 
nnd the plantoirntrcc grow to perfodion and give their fmit 
witlim tho year the plantam, m fome of its kinds, fupplics 
the place of bread and pi all i» of excellent nounflimenL

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Thcfc aie not all the prefents which the luxuiiant hand of 
natuie gn cs as food to the inhabitant of India , but as the na- 
lund hiilor}' of tins countiy is lefcncd foi more diligent and 
able cnquircrb, tins nnperfedi emimciation is fufficient to piove" 
that the Indian, incapable as he is of haid labour, can laiely 
run the iilh of being lamiflicd, and that fiom the plenty 
v.hich lutiounds hun, he is confiimcd in the debilit}'' m winch 
we now fee lus frame. 

Katuie has made them ftill othei prefents, which fupply 
many othci of then w ants, wnthout exaftmg fiom them the 
c\ci tion of much laboui The bamboo, w Inch grow s ei ery 
w'hCic, lequnes only one ftioke of the hatchet to fjiht it fiom 
one end to the other, and to dnide it into laths of all lengths 
and of the fmallcft fizes, , at the fame tune that intne, it is 
large and ftiong enough to fer\o as the fuppoit of fuch houfes 
as the climate demands , foi m the gieateft part of Indoftan 
the baie-eaith affoids a lepofe without the dangci of difeafcs 
to fo temperate a people The palm and the coco-nut tiec 
give then laigc fan Icaics, which natuiall;y feparate into fe- 
veral long dnifions, with winch a mat may be made m a few 
minutes a number of thefe mats laid over the fcaflblding, 
cicdted with nomther iiiateiials than the bamboo and pack- 
tluead, coinpofe m a da}-- a lioufe, m which the Indian may 
live for fi\ months, m thofc parts of Indoftan which aie not 
fubjeift to much lain If a better houfc is requned, walls of, 
mUd aiCiCairicd up to the height of fix oi feven feet, and ren- 
dered in a few davs extremely haul by the intcnfe heat of
